The year has been an average one in the general business of our 
railways. While construction has fallen off, betterments have 
continued to mark the general management. 

During the year closing Dae. 1st. 137.45 miles of railway have 
been built, making a total of, 3,905.38 within the borders of our 
state, as compared with *3,T69.13 miles in 1882. 

There has been some chancre in mileage since our last report by 
the material alteration of track of some of the roads, also the offi* 
cial report changes the mileagf^, as estimated by the Commissioner, 
of some of the branches reported last year. 

The net gain in the state to Dae. 1st., is 136.25 miles. 

Of the 79 counties in the state, 73 are now supplied with rea- 
sonable railway facilities. 

The total cost of all miles of railway operated in the state up to 
June 30th was $159,071, 1 50.44. 

The average cost per mile of railway, operated in the state up to 
June 30th, was $43,968.66. 

The total amount given to these railways by the people of Minne- 
sota, in lands and bonds, on a cash basis, was $76,663,090. 

The average amount per mile, given to these railways by the 
people of Minnesota in lands and bonds, on a cash basis, was $20,- 
432.

Table I. shows the number and distribution of the miles of rail- 
way built in Minnesota during the past two seasons. 

Table 11. shows the total tonnage carried by the different roads, 
together with the kinds of freight transported. 

Table III. gives the total number of passengers carried by each 
and all roads, total passenger mileage, average distance traveled by 
each passenger, and casualties to travelers. 

Table IV. shows the earnings for freight, passenger and miscel- 
laneous, for each and all roads; also earnings per mile, per train 
mile, and ratio of passenger to freight earnings.

QENEBAL REM.IBKS. 

As there will be no aeaaion of the legislature during the present 
year, recommendations properly incident to a report specially pre- 
pared for that body would be wholly out of place in the oif year 
of the biennial system. Such recommendations as experience and 
study may convince the Commissioner as judicious will therefore 
be resumed for the ensuing year. It will be remembered, that, in 
the last report, he pointed out certain marked detects in our meagre 
railway code, and ventured to recommend some specific amend- 
ments to' supply apparent deficiencies, and to govern and fis more 
fully the responsibility of our railway companies to "the public. 
The general conciusiona then reached remain unchanged. Time 
and experience have bat increased the necessity fgr some adequate 
and reasonable system of state supervision of our railway system. 
Esperience and observation have suggested some modifications of 
detail, the better to secure results desired, but the general fact that 
some more effectual control of railways is absolutely essential to 
the public interests in this state, is a mitter of conviction with 
the Commissioner. It is aho believed that public opinion in the 
state is overwhelmingly in harmony with the Commissioner, in 
the purpose to secure some reasonable, controlling, and restrictive 
legislation. It is true that the recent legislature failed even 
seriously to consider any law upon the subject of further stats 
control. A very large majority of the members elected to that 
body, at one time or another, advised the Commissioner, that it 
was their purpose, and the expectation of their constituents, that 
such legislation should be efft^cted. How so well-fixed and original 
8 purpose could bave been turned aside, is a matter tor serious con- 
sideration. It is time for the people gravely to consider if these 
corporations have the power and disposition to unduly control our 
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legislative body. The power of our railways is rapidly increasing. 
Their enormous wealth, their rapid growth, their increasing num- 
bers, their ability to summon their whole resources in a contest as 
against the state, must fill the thoughtful mind with apprehen- 
sion, and admonish us of the necessity for subordinating them 
speedily to the will of the people. 

As to the bill proposed at the last session, all of its essential 
features, so far as the Commissioner was concerned, were copies of 
the Massachusetts or Illinois laws, the principles of which had 
been fully tested in the courts and by actual practical working. 
Some other features had been engrafted upon it by leading mem- 
bers of the legislature, but if there was anything in it which did 
not meet with legislative favor, it could easily have been remedied, 
had the disposition to pass any bill continued to find favor with 
the law-making power. 

While the office of Railroad Commissioner affords ample work and 
employment for the office as it is now organized, yet it is 
not clothed with such power as enables it to meet the greater 
expectations and the necessities of the people. The duties of the 
Commissioner, as to tax revenues, as to discriminations and abuses, 
the hearing of complaints and their adjustment, the examination 
of causes, and prevention of accidents, the inspection Of roads, 
bridges and trestles, the examination of companies^ books, the 
gathering and digesting of all manner of railway statistics ; 
these and kindred matters keep the office busily engaged. But 
that this department of the state government should accomplish 
certain higher and more important work constantly in demand by 
the public, it is necessary that the authority of the office be en- 
larged. Complaints are steadily on the increase. I venture to 
believe that the people of the state will at another session of the 
legislature invest this office with such authority as will make it 
of like practical utility to the public, as similar departments in 
other states now possess. 

TAXES UPON GROSS EARNINGS. 

A notable increase in the taxes from gross earnings is a marked 
feature of the year. The taxes upon gross earnings for the year 
1881 were $115,222.99. For the year 1882, they were $613,865.64, 
an increase of 47 per cent, in a single year. 

This marked increase is simply referable to the rapid growth of 
railway business in our state. Some of it is also due to a careful 
scrutiny of the sources of this revenue by this office. In the last 
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report we coDsidered the relntion these taxps bore to the support 
of the state goverunient; there is comparulively little cliirige in 
the general coiiclusiotia then reached. These tajt-e go, first, for 
the payment of interest on the refunded dsbt of the old state rail- 
road bonds, the interest on which, for this year, amounts to 
|17T,245. There is also applicable to this special interest fund the 
interest on the Internal Improvement Land Fund, which now 
amounts to about $30,000 per annum- The residue of the taxes 
upon gross earninos goes into the tri-asury for the benefit of the 
state institutions fund. It is probable that $12,467, with penalty 
and interest, will jet have to he added to the taxes of 1881. as the 
suit against the Northern Pacific K. R. Co., has been decided in 
favor of the state by the District Court. 

Should the decision be affirmed by the Supreme Court, of which 
there is little doubt, the tases for 1881 will be increased by that 
amount. 

Attention is invited to table XXIV. which presents a statement 
of the gross earnings of the several railways, and the taxes paid by 
each, for each year, from the opening of the first railway in the 
state, to the present time. It exhibits, as on a map, the growth of 
the railway budness of Minnesota. 

THE WORK OF THIS OFFICE A3 AN INTERMEDIAHY. 

A very important duty of the Commissioner is to stand as a 
friendly umpire between the public on the one hand, and the rail- 
way interests serving it, on the other. For Ihia purpose he inves- 
tigates local compldiuts of all classes and brings the attention of 
the railway managers to their consideration, and stands as an im- 
partial arbitrator. Work in this direction results in great advan- 
tage to the public. In this manner very many cases are disposed 
of quietly and without any litigatioti. Bitter controversies, an- 
tagonisms, and even law suits, are thus averted. The nunibpr of 
cases of this sort are constantly on the increase, and are very gen- 
erally adjusted with mutual satiifaction to both parties. We will 
illustrate this practice by one example : 

The Chicago and Northwestern Railway Company, Sept. Ist, 
18S3, made an advance in freight charges for wood carried to differ- 
ent points on the line of their road, of from 50 to 100 per cent. 
The dealers and consumers of wood on the line of this road where 
the tariff was raised immediately found much fault with so heavy 
e of freights, many claiming the advance to be in the 
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interest of a coal monopoly. This ofiBce was iu receipt of many 
com plaints from parties living at different places on this line, from 
this cause. The complaints made were carefully considered by the 
Commissioner, and after examining in detail the freight charges on 
wood, before and alter this advance, together with cost of carriage, 
he came to the conclusion that thej^ were excessive. The Commis- 
sioner addressed a communication to the general manager of the 
road, setting forth the facts, and urging that such rates be reduced. 
The manager treated the subject with due consideration, and the 
negotiation concluded with such a reduction of the new tariff rates 
as was considered reasonable by this oflBce and proved entirely 
satisfactory to the parties complaining. The following table ex- 
hibits the changes effected by the intermediary efforts of this oflBce. 
This table shows the reduction on wood fuel in dollars and cents, 
per car of 24.000 pounds, from Janesville, Minn., Smith's Mill, 
Eagle Lake, Mankato, Mankato Junction, Kasota and St. Peter to 
points named:

CONCERNING THE GRADING AND SHIPPING OF WHEAT, — A3 

TO GRADING. 

There is no misunderstanding, the tone of public sentiment this 
season, in reference to the grading and shipping of our staple crop. 
The dissatisfaction is fi:eneral, and the denunciation of the systems 
prevailing are bitter. To investigate and discuss the matter with 
dispassionate candor, is a public duty. Undoubtedly there are 
many things, as in all vexing questions, to be said with reason up- 
on both sides of this question. To ascertain truth and promote 
the general welfare, should at least be the object of oflScial inquiry 
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and comment. Tlie general situation this year, is apgravaled by 
some untoward uircu in stances. The unusually low price of wheat, 
the scare over frosted wheat, and the more rigid classifications 
growing out of this, all lend to aggravate the situation. Two 
classes of complaints reach thi^ o£6ce touching the mattfirin ques- 
tion; the One affecting the grading, and the other thefreighting of 
grain. After sifting a large correspondence, visiting a number of 
stations, and carefully examining, upou the ground, the character 
and nature of these uomplaiuts, we have reached, so far as our 
judgment goes, comparatively definite conclusions. 

As tothegradingofwiieat, this office has no official connection by 
law with the business. There is no statute making it the duly of 
any public officer to supervise orin any manner control ttie inspec- 
tion oF grain. As an incident however to the shipping of grain, 
Tery many complaints affecting classification reach this office, so 
without going alter facts they have come to our province of obser- 
vation. 

These general complaints allege caprice and self interest, by 
those in charge of elevators, in their grading. There is, witb ua, 
no fixed standard which ia of binding force, or of uniform charac- 
ter. Indeed, it is one of the unsettled problems of this vexed ques- 
tion, to devise such teats and safeguards as will fairly and uniformly 
protect all parties. The people have struggled with this prob- 
lem in our state for fifteen years, and we are but little farther in 
advance than when we began. Tbe problem as to varieties and 
qaalitiesof tea, after an effort of a hundred years, have not yet reached 
anythiog like a finished solution. Not unlike to such articles, are 
the-different varieties and conditions which surround wheat. The 
judgment, too, of even tr.iined experts however conscientious, 
w[ll vary. Buyer and seller are doomed to be wide apart in their 
judgments of the article offered. 

The evidence seems to show pretty conclusively that there is a 
wide, irregular, and arbitrary classification of wheat, sometimes 
governed by the merest caprice. We will not cumber this report 
by reproducing the allegations here. Some of them are undoubt- 
edly extreme cases; others exhibit a studied purpose to deal unfairly. 
We are unable to ascertain, and tbe complaints do not cover in- 
stances of injustice at the great central markets. They arise chiefly 
at the inception of the whole matter, when the grain is sold from 
the farmer's wagnn into tbe elevator. An important case might 
here be nientioned, which was brought to the attention of the 
Commissioner by a committee, at a station on one of the railways, 
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which seems to develop a studied system of unfair grading. The 
farmers at that station claimed that they had never received a grade 
of No. 1 hard, and very little, it an}^ No. 1 regular. They thought 
it strange their wheat was not as good as wheat elsewhere reported 
in the same belt, and so appointed a committee of three to follow 
the next shipment of thirty cars to Duluth. They there found 
that fourot those cars went No. 1 hard, and ten No. 1 regular, and 
pretty nearly all above the grades as actually sold. This, at least, 
was a very substantial fact, and the Commissioner made use of it 
to secure certain concessions which would otherwise not have been 
granted. 

The enemies to wheat are so numerous that the buyer is not 
wanting in pretexts, if he so desires, with which to assail the char- 
acter of the goods offered. There is the fronted wheat, upon which, 
probably, too much stress has beeu laid. '' Dirt" is another uncer- 
tain quantity, and is found to vary from one to four pounds. Smut 
is another foe to the seller, and for this buyers will generally deduct 
all the farmer will stand. Cockle, and ofcher foul seed, count 
heavily against the seller, and generally for more than its damage, 
as its goes into tho^e screenings which bring a good price, either 
as ground feed, or when sold for other purposes. Dampness is a 
variable factor, as water swells the berry and reduces its value. 
Sucii wheat is generally dried out in rooms arranged for that pur- 
pose, so that the ultimate loss to the buyer is not great. Color 
is an element which militates against the grade. Defects such as 
these constitute the army which wars against the quality of wheat 
in the matter of grades, and they are used with more or less skill 
and efifect by the buyer, according to his shrewdness and the char- 
acter of the seller. 

These co.istitute the capital stock of any one desiring to decry 
grades. Of coarse they are defects, and work their measure of 
deterioration. With these weapons the grades are hammered, and 
often unmercifully. This takes place, as a rule, at the time the 
wheat is actually sold from the wagon at the elevator. 

In order to understand fully how they are used, let us go back 
to the moment of actual sale by the farmer, from his wagon into 
the elevator. We sketch the pic*;ure as we have seen it : It is a 
village with one elevttor, a pleasant day, and thirty-seven sleds 
are in line bjfore the elevator, each awaiting his turn. A sled 
drives up, the man is ordered to dump in his grain quickly as 
others are waiting. He does so. Perhaps he can^t speak 
English. The man inside goes through his process of fixing the 
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grade, makins: his deductions for smut, dirt, etc., and ends by giv- 
ing the man his ticket. The sale was a jug-handled operation, 
the man purchasing being judge, and jury, in his own 
case. The seller bore no part in the transaction, except to accept 
his fate. Soon in the line a man ^^ kicks ^^ against this arrange- 
ment ; he wants some understanding ; the parties dun't agree at 
once as to the grade, and he is told to " drive on, as others are 
waiting." 

This illustrates the condition of things where there is no compe- 
tition iu buying, and makes clear the monopoly of a single eleva- 
tor. More small stations, where a majority of the grain is gathered 
up, are in this condition, than the public is aware of. 

The elevator man, it is also true, runs some chances, and is in- 
duced to grade low enough to protect himself. His grades may 
not always be accepted at terminal points. He is therefore under 
constant pressure to keep grades low, otherwise any loss in grades 
will be charged back to him. He is so situated that his conscience 
does not have fair play, however excellent his judgment. 

A series of facts presented from very many different points, fairly 
proves that the farmer looses, on an average, a grade in this way, 
and therefore a price, which would be about five cents per bushel. 
Many intelligent men, well capable of judging, place the loss at 
twice this amount. 

Every recurring crop brings the question, of wheat grading, 
fresh for consideratio? with such phases as arise from the vary- 
ing conditions of tht season. Some arbitrarv standard it would 
appear, should therefore b^ set up, to which clasifications should 
be referable for final adjustment. In Illinois, they have a grain 
inspectorship, established by the state, which arbitrarily controls 
the clasifications, by a standard fixed by law, at the great commer- 
cial center, Chicago, and to which the standard over the state 
must conform. It has given satisfaction, has been long tried and 
with no suggestion of a change. 

That system of grain inspection has found favor in all the grain 
markets of the East, and there the certificates of the unmixed 
grades of the inspection and warehouse department are sought for 
and sold with as much confidence as in Cnicago itself 

There is also connected with this inspection department, a 
"Committee of Appeals," consisting of three well-known mem- 
bers of the Board of Trade. In all matters involving doubt on 
the part of the Chief Inspector, or any assistant inspector, as to 
the proper inspection of any lot of grain, an appeal may be made 
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to this Committee of Appeals, aad the decision of a majority of 
said Committee is held, by law, to be fiaal. So rigid and fair is 
the inspection, that there are comparatively few appeals taken. 
The cost of this inspection is given as four-tenths of one mill per 
bushel, and is collected from the party demanding it, and is most 
generally inspected in car-lots. 

There are so many important points contained in the Illinois 
law governing this whole question, that the Commissioner deems 
it his duty to publish it in full in the Appendix to this reporta 
The results of the long experience of the great grain market of 
Chicago, as embodied in this law, will shed much light upon all 
the diflBculties involved. 

Could not a similar State Inspector be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of our state, of a competent man of known integrity and 
chararter, who shall not be interested, directly or indirectly, in any 
elevator, or in the grain business, and who might in turn appoint 
his subordinates, choosing men possessing special qualifications, 
and maintaining this authority at such points as Minneapolis, 
Duluth, and St. Paul, thus establishing a standard to which 
the practice of the state would soon conform, and to which all 
questions would be referable? The Department of Agriculture, in 
the State University, might be made to contribute its quota of 
usefulness in this direction. Young men could be specially pre- 
pared for this work of inspection, and competitive examinations 
established. Let us bring more intelligence to the performance of 
this duty. The present and prospective interest in grain-growing 
in the Northwest is so imperial, that the time has come when it 
requires that some intelligent method shall be established, clothed 
with the sanction of authority, to free it from the caprice and 
irregularity which now mark the situation. 

The farming interest would also feel by such an organized and 
well intended effort in their behalf, that there was some purpose 
on the part of the state to reach, and if possible, remedy real 
grievances where they exist. Out of such aid, he might find 
comfort and encouragemeat to better husbandry. He might see 
in it a reasonable hope for equal, and approximately, exact justice. 

The intrinsic merit of Minnesota and Dakota wheat is so great, 
and its standing in the markets of the world so high, that this 
royal pre-eminence can only be held by the unswerving mainten- 
ance of the highest standard of grades. The price may go up or 
down, as supply and demand or the freaks of speculators may 
govern. But the quality of our goods should never be let down. 
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Of course men would like a No. 1 price for a No. 2 article, but 
tbey have no right to expect or demand it; on the other hand, 
neither have the millers nor the elevator men any right to dishonor 
the grades. 

When a farmer has good grain, he ought to get tht credit for it. 
Hb ia thereby encouraged to good husbandry. He cleans his seed 
wheat thoroughly, selects it with care and prepares his soil with dili- 
gence and solicitude. Let us keep up this standard, and give the 
good faimer his just due, by rewarding him for the highest quality 
of the grain he m:iy actually raise and offer for sale. To secure 
the grades from selfish inti?rference by the connivance or iraud of 
any class of men, ought not the grades to he established by the 
state and he coutrolled by a class of men Tvholly disconnected with 
the business of buying grain? 

It has been urged with marked propriety, that the elevator men 
themselves should not be connected with the buying of grain. They 
are, it said, biased by self-interest; and the two pursuits should be 
kept apart. The Illinois system requires this. There the ware- 
housemen simply handle and store the grain, and find their profita 
in a commission lixed by law. These warehouses are duly licensed 
and their proprietors are under bonds for the faithful performance 
of their duties as prescribed by the law. The situation here, how- 
ever, is very different. There is no great milling centre in Illinois 
as at Minneapolis. The quantities of grain there required are so 
great, and this supply must be so constant and definite, that it 
would appear as though that great milling centre could not be kept in 
operation escept, by some system of supply of its own, or under its 
control. This must be admitted; but these elevators can be made 
the subjects of such legal control as would remedy complaints 
made. All elevators should be public elevators, and made the 
creatures of fixed law. 

The present system of inspection in this state, it is claimed, ia 
generally unfair to the seller. It is urged that, as at Duluth and 
St. Paul, the inspectors are appointed by those who own the elevators 
andarebuye'rsof wheat, and are liable to be warped by self interests, 
grading in lower than they grade out. But it has appeared to us 
that there are too many men on both sides of the deal to admit of 
this. Conflicting interests keep the inspectors well in the line of 
fairness. At Minneapolis, two systems of inspection seem to pre- 
vail — one appointed by the Board of Trade, the other by the 
Miller's Association. When the latter only inspects in the divi- 
sions of grain to even up among themselves, no objection can be 
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f<>uu<i« But when their inspector interferes in outside deals, they 
huv<^ two in^p^^Uons, which may not harmonize, and, it is alleged, 
(>tt^u vW iu>t. Certainly it would be all wrong to force purchases 
Ott tb^ ^nnW fixed by the millers' inspector. 

ii^uch «^ $Ute Inspectorship as that of Illinois would put it out of 
IK^ ),H^w^r of Miller's Associations, to make changes or interfere 
wUh th^ jjmdes. The ipillers and large shippers control nearly all 
Ih^ lUiurkets in the state. They can combine their interests if they 
IK^ \)e^r^^ the millers taking the higher grades, and letting the 
\m^^ shippers have the lower grades at their own prices. This 
WMi the basis of the State Grangers^ charge a year ago last 
IVoember. 

That the prices of breadstuffs throughout the world, are at pre- 
sent depressed, is a condition of things for which no one in Minne- 
sota is responsible. The telegraph has made the prices of grain 
quite uniform, less the cost of transportation and handling. The 
complaints which greet us, are not as to prices, but as to irregular 
Aud capricious classifications, and an embargo upon free shipping 
privileges, laid by the railways, which we will now discuss. 

THE SHIPPING QF GRAIN. 

We firmly believe that a system which will maintain the largest 
competitive buying, and most un trammeled freedom in shipping, 
will cure many of the grievances of which complaint is made. 
Strangely enough, our railways have assumed the grave respon- 
sibility of fathering an elevator system, which, is in itself the very 
essence of a monopoly. They assume to do this upon the theory 
that the elevators, as they constitute them, are a necessity to both 
the producer and the road. Ofcherwise, as they allege, the vast 
bodies of grain could not be stored and moved wif h sufficient ra- 
pidity to accommodate business, and enable them to perform their 
general duties to the public. For these reasons they have assumed 
to make special contracts with persons erecting elevators on the 
right of way, and to clothe them with special and exceptional 
privileges, so that to use their own language, the party building 
shall have ample "protection for his money invested." We have 
thus stated broadly, the claim of the railways in this assumption 
of a:ranting special favors to a chosen class. In our last report we 
discussed this question, (Report 1882, paa:es 35 and 5i,) fully pre- 
senting a given case, and the manager's defense thereto of the 
railway position. We have now the results of a year's rugged 
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experience, which show concluaively that the pubHc are intensely 
dissatisfied witb the arrangement, and coutiaually rebel against 
the cast-iron rule which waa proinalgated. 

At the time of the proposed issuance of tiie rule, this office pro- 
tested iigaiust it, and in the light of experience, still more strongly 
declares its opposition to this regulation, as being unkwfnl, nn- 
equal in ita operation and against public policy. The rule is prac- 
tically this : " Parties, whether producers or purchasers, desiring 
to ship grain, where there is an elevator, must ship through it, or 
construct an elevator of at least 30,000 bushels capacity, or ears 
will not be furnished." lu our last report, with the approval of 
the Attorney General, we pointed out the illegality of the rule. 
The railway in question, however, promulgated the order, in defi- 
ance of the Comraissioner and of the law. and this regulation is 
now practically enforced by al) the lines iu the state. 

If it be said that the recent legislature took no action in this 
very matter brought before tbem by the Commissioner, he has 
only to siiy with the mercy of charity, that he will not discuss the 
causes of the suppression of such legisUtion. Riial, earnest and 
intelligent complaints have been filed in this office, by reason of 
this rule, by merchants, flit- warehousemen, farmers, committees 
and boards oi^rade. By this rulethe merchant, theflat-warehouse- 
man and the farmer are cut olf from tbeir rights a^ shippers over 
a highway where all rights should be, and are under the law, equal. 
Bnt not only do the parties owning elevators have these special 
shipping privileges, but it is claimed they also receive concessiona 
or drawbacks that are not allowed to others. 

As a matter of public policy, no intimate relation whatever 
should subsist between the elevators and the railwtiys. Theone is a 
structure for storing and baiidlinggraiD,the other a common carrier 
for hauling grain to market. For the latter to exercise any control 
whatever over the former, necessarily subjects shippers to control 
by the railways in such a raann'^r as to destroy their independence. 
The railways cannot have a choice of customers. In a business 
point of view it is very desirable that elevators should be erected 
for the better accommodation of the public. But this consideration 
of seeming good cannot take away, or in any manner impair, the 
legal rights of other parties- Railways, like innkeepers, must 
take all that come till the quarters are full. If it is an inconven- 
ience to furnish cars to flit-houses or merchant:!, the answer is, 
that is just what the railways are paid for ; to serve the public

generally is their proper function, for which they are chartered^ 
duly compensated, and endowed with extraordinary privileges. 

You cannot go so far back in history, but that the common car- 
rier was subject to the CDntroI of the state. In the matter here in 
question, Minnesota and Dakota furnish a most notable exception 
of this ancient rule of ]a\«. In the shipping of grain, our railways 
are a law unto themselves, exercising imperial authority. By such 
assertions of power the railways foment popular distrust. There 
is even now a rumbling of discontent and menace in the air, which 
should admonish railway officials that they may evoke more legis-^ 
lation than is desirable. Railway corporations should do business 
so as to retain the good will of the people. Their interests and 
the interests of the people, are identical. In refusing open ship- 
ping privileges to all classes, they have antagonized their best 
customers. 

They have no right to compel the farmer or merchant to ship 
through the elevator, if he does not so desire. The exclusive ele- 
vator system sets up a toll gate at the farmer^s door, which the 
rul^ compels him to use at a preliminary cost of two and a half 
cents per bushel, when he could otherwise ship from flat warehouses^ 
or by himself, at a cost of but three-fourths of a cent. The right 
and privilege of the farmer or the merchant to losl cars on the 
track from a wagon, may not be one he may choose often to exer- 
cise, but it is a most wholesome right to have in reserve, and one 
which is indispensable to their safety. Without this right, they are 
helpless in the hands of the elevator man, and must submit to the 
terras he may dictate. 

Of course the public must be reasonable, and independent ship- 
pers must be required to load in a reasonable time. Let 
cars be furnished, and if there be unnecessary delay, let the 
party be charged demurrage. But when full car-loads are offered, 
they may not be lawfully refused. And the farmer and the mer- 
chant should get the same rate, provided they load substantially in 
the same time. If this privilege were granted, very few indeed 
would care to exercise it, the very fact that the right existed would 
practically preclude its usage. Whatever privileges are offered 
should be open to all shippers, offering freight of the same kind, 
in the same line of business. 

If it be said that the elevators are open and free to all whe 
desire to ship grain, that they are, in fact, public elevators, the 
replyjis, first, that where the parties owning and running them are 
themselves engaged in the purchase and shipping of grain, they 
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are aubstaatmtly private graia houses to all iateaU aod purposes. 
Of this claas are tbe elevAtoM b^loag'ag to the Millers' Associa- 
tion. They are run eiclmively in their own interesta. And, 
Eecondly, to the claim that anyone may ship grain who so desires, 
manv letters to this office, corroborated by the Commissioner's ex- 
aminatioa at several stations, give^ thi^ result, and we quote from 
a correspondent who has ascertained by experience : — 

"There is also an indisputable attempt on the part of the 
Millers' Association through collusion with elevator and railway 
comp^inies to prevent competition In the buying of whi'at, and 
thus dictate prices at every point in the state. It is done in this 
way : If I, as an outside party, think wheat worth two or three 
cents more than association prices at this point, and proceed to 
buy at these advanced prices, no obstruction is otFered. Then [ 
conclude I will realize by shipping. The elevator company coolly 
inforins me that I cannot have my wheat until they have shipped 
out what they need first, and further assert that there is a scarcity 
of cars, etc, I next tiiru to the railway company for relief and 
request them to furnish cars for my wheat. I am tcid by them 
that they can furnish no cars to outsiders for wheat, that they 
only furnish to the elevator companies as they may order. I am 
then compelled to wait until the elevator company see fit to ship 
my wheat. This method discourages the outside buyer most 
effectually. He withdraws from the market, and the elevator com- 
panies get their own prices and enjoy the monopoly,'' 

That, as a rule, the elevators are exclusive in their methods, 
there can be no doubt. There is no flsiibility or freedom to them. 
Any contracts which have b^en miie between the railway compa- 
nies and the elevator men, which, in any manner, promises them 
exclusive privileges in the shipping of grain, are unquestionably 
njll and void, bring both agFiinst law and public policy. 

Our law should more speuificaliy declare that elevators shall be 
public, and prescribe severe penalties for any evasion of their duties 
to the public as such. The Illinois statute furnishes an example 
worthy of imitation on this point. 

When the roads assume, on whatever pretense, to confer special 
shipping favors upon a few, they have at ouce established a monop- 
oly, which in its attendant evils overbilances all the good which 
arises from the elevator system. Elevator ra*!n should have no rights 
superior to those of other avoeatiotis. They must pat their money 
into the business, subject to competition, as other men do in other 
pursuits. The true reformatory measure is to throw the whole 
business open to free couip:titioii and let it regulate itself, like 
other business, on the basis of free trade. Instead of building up a 
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few favored men, who at present control the whole business of 
shipping grain, let the entire community enjoy an equal opportu- 
nity of buying and shipping, if they may so choose. By this 
policy the irailways, instead of making a few men wealthy, will add 
to the wealth of men generally, and so stimulate business lor them- 
selves and for the people. The wealth of the railway is the wealth 
of all its customers. Every man cannot build an elevator which 
costs from six to ten thousand dollars; he must not, therefore, be 
prohibited from the shipping of grain in his own way because he is 
poor. We deny that the elevators, as run, are free to all. The 
present system exposes the roads to the charge of collusion with 
the elevator men, and the methods prevailing justify the charge. 
Every consideration, therefore, of public policy would open the 
widest privilege to those desiring to ship grain. These are some of 
the strong practical points which go with the legal ones presented 
in the last report. 

The particular thing we claim is, that the methods now mai:^- 
tained between the railways and the elevators, cut oflP competition 
in buying; and where there is no competition, there is uni- 
formly a complaint as to grades and prices. The small, indepen- 
dent buyer is in truth the factor whose presence regulates the 
local price of wheat, and his existence should be encouraged as a 
matter of public policy. The complaints daily received at this 
office go to prove this point. There is no mistaking the situation^ 
The present system "freezes out" the small buyer, because he cannot 
ship on equal terms, and the monopoly remains intact. The 
merchant who would gladly buy wheat at the highest possible price 
of his customers, complains that his hands are tied and business 
depressed, because he cannot have cars in which to ship. 

Through a period of ten years, Hastings has paid the highest 
average price for grain, of any local market in this state ; and it is 
really about the only place in the state which has enjoyed the 
benefit of continuous, absolute free trade in the buying and ship- 
ping of grain, anh from that city, no complaints have ever reached 
this office. It is a proof of the benefits of commercial freedom and 
blows the theory of the railways to atoms. 

There is still another way of relieving the situation, and we 
wonder it has not occurred to the railways themselves. That is 
the high rate of freight as compared with the ruling value of 
wheat. The railways are able to be generous in view of the de- 
pressed condition of the market. The old maxim of the managers 
comes into play, which is, the tariff must be what the commodity 
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will bear. The'commodity this season will not bear the present 
tariff. The commissioner of statistics gives the vi hole number of 
bushels of wheat for, the year, as 3 $,000,000. Deducting for bread 
and seed 12,000,00, would leave 24,000,000 of bushels as the approxr 
imate amount for sale. He further gives this office, as about the 
average price the state over, for this crop, 70 cents per bushel. 

This would make the farmer's gross income $16,800,000 for this 
product. Had the charges of elevators aud transportation been 
reasonable, and in accoidance with the present depressed prices, 
he would have received much more. If it costs 12 cents on an 
average, as it is figured, to get it to market, he has paid $2,880,000 
for freight, or an amount equal to more than one sixth of the en- 
tire crop. If we add to this 2^ cents for elevator charges which 
will make 14^ cents, it will be $3,480,000 for freight, or a sum equal 
to one fifth of his whole crop. This is simply enormous. The 
situation clearly admits of an act of generosity on the part of the 
railways, for freight rates prevailing now and for the past year are 
clearly out of proportion to the present values of wheat. 

At this very time, in India, a country destined to be a great 
competitor of the Northwest in the growing of wheat, the British 
government are fully alive to the exigencies of the situation. In- 
stead of leaving the railway corporations the power to mulct the 
farmer out of an enormous slice of his profits by excessive freights, 
the policy of the British Government is to cheapen transportation 
by railroad. Within the present year, the government has re- 
duced the rates fifty cents per eight bushels, and even further 
reductions are promised. The purpose of this is to aid the farmers 
of India to compete with the American wheat grower. They are 
even carrying plows and other implements of agriculture at m?rely 
nominal rates, to still further aid the Indian farmer in this contest. 
A like policy of reducing rates, should govern with us ; and if not 
by the voluntary action of the corporations, then by the power of 
the state. Our grain-carrying roads should reform the basis of 
their action, and ''temper the'wiud to the shorn lamb." 

In summing the whole situation, with the best light obtainable 
as to grievances aud remedies, it appears to us if an honest and 
fair system of State inspection were adopted based and modeled on 
the Illinois law; if all elevators and grain warehouses were made 
strictly public warehouses, aud their business divorced from that of 
buying grain; and finally, if the shipping of grain was made open 
and free to all persons whomsoever, as by law and justice, it ought 
to be, then by the operation of these agencies, the injuries now 
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eomplained of would gradually cease, and this business, like other 
pursuits, resolve itself by the laws and forces which govern un- 
lettered trade. 

THE RESPONSIBILITY OF CONDUCTORS AND BRAKEMB5f ; THEIR PAY, 
AND A SUGGESTION TO AMELIORATE THEIR CONDITION 

IN THE SERVICE. 

It is a serious question whether the pay of subordinate railway 
employes is in proportion to the dangers and responsibilities of 
their duties, or such as to secure competency and continuance in 
the service. It would seem that the conductors and brakemen 
are, as a class, underpaid. Consider the dangers and risks per- 
taining to such a service. There are risks, ordinary and extraordin- 
ary, on regular and extra trains, by day and night — hazardous 
beyond those of men in other employments. The pay of our 
passenger conductors is from $70 to $100 per month. For this, 
they assume the exposures and risks belonging to the service, 
for themselves and their families. They are in charge of a train 
which, as property, is worth from $50,000 to $75,000, or even 
more. They are expected to be well clothed; to be courteous and 
polite to the traveling public ; to be sober and vigilant; to be hon- 
est and loyal to the road. Above all, they are daily intrusted with 
the lives of sco^^es of human beings, \\ hose safety depends largely 
upon their judgment and vigilance. Such service and responsibil- 
ities require no ordinary men. Cheap men will not fill the meas- 
ure of the situation. They will not meet the reasonable require- 
ments of the public, nor secure the safety of the property interests 
of the company. The simple pay of a conductor is, substantially, 
all the hope that is held out for such service. There is, now, but 
little expectation of reward by promotion: once a conductor 
always a conductor, unless, some unlucky day, he is summarily dis- 
missed. The civil service system does not seem to obtain in the 
railway service now, as formerly. 

Presidents, managers and superintendents often come to the ser- 
vice, in these latter years, from other considerations than promotion 
in the line of duty. Thomas Scott came up from a train boy; but 
the day of such things seems to be passed. The higher employes 
too often reach their positions through mere favoritism. The con- 
ductor, too, is, as a rule, socially ostracised by a false discipline 
maintained by many companies, where higher oflBcials are forbid- 
den all familiarity with subordinates. This system of social ostra- 
cism is of the most doubtful propriety. It tends to make men 
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revengefal for slights. No maa can have much respect for an 
officer who affects superiority of position. Men are men, after all, 
and the human nature that is in them should be considered. 

The general public come in contact with the railway company 
through the conductor, more than through all other officials com« 
bined. He is the man they see, talk with, receive directions and 
information from. He ought to be a superior man, well paid, and, 
socially, the equal of any man in the company. The average pay 
now allowed conductors is not believed to be sufficient for the 
intelligent and cultivated class of men required for this service, 
and the responsible duties they perform. 

As regards brakemen, the situation is still worse. Passenger 
brakemen receive but an average pittance of $45 per month. If 
they eat three meals a day it costs them $30 per month for mere 
subsistence. The remaining $15 is hardly enough for the purpose 
of living. Some of these men have families. How can they sup- 
port them on such wages? We know one brakeman, a married 
man, who actually eats but one meal a day — at noon — for which 
he pays 25 cents, and if he ever eats anything more it is a cold 
lunch carried from home. And this is no isolated instance. The 
brakemen upon freight trains, for $45 to $60 per month, pursue a 
much more dangerous avocation. The nature of their employment 
seems to make them, as a class, reckless. They seldom remain 
permanently with a train or company, but drift over the country, 
many going south in the winter and north in the summt r. Their 
pay is too small and the prospect of promotion or reward alto- 
gether too distant and precarious, so that as a. class they do not 
retain their positions for any definite period. That such men are 
indifferent and reckless in the handling of freight cars, is a matter 
of no surprise. Herein we may find the cause of the short life of 
the average freight car. The freight car is always repaired or re- 
rebuilt while yet comparatively new. Observe the tremendous 
shocks and jars in switching. Cats are battered, the engineer and 
brakeman are all out of humor. They have no great reason to do 
their work in other than a negligent way. The crews of a freight 
train can preserve or destroy a vast amount of property for a com- 
pany. The prudent engineer, or brakeman is worthy of recognition 
and reward. It is not believed that the pay of any of these employes 
bears a proper proportion to the salaries of the higher officials. 
Some definite plan might be adopted for the bettering of all this 
hazardous service. Promotion, as a reward of faithful duty, seems 
to be quite beyond hope ; at all events, there is room above for but 
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few. Suppose that all well established roads would give an increase 
of pay to conductors and brakemen after three, five or more years 
of faithful service; increasing gradually the emoluments of reward 
with a series of years of continuous good service. This would 
prove an incentive to honorable employes. It would also be an 
honorary badge of distinction. Something of this kind is being 
done in some places, but not systematically, if at all, in this state. 
There might also be created a widow's fund and an accident fund, 
as in England. 

Some percentage of surplus earnings might be set apart as a 
fund devoted to such purposes. It is true, railway employes have 
their relief associations, but this does not meet the situation. That 
is money out of their own earningsv It must be some compensa- 
tion and reward which comes to th^m from the company, over and 
above their fixed salary. Not only do the dangers incident to the 
service justify and require some such reward for continued and 
faithful service, but it should be remembered that railroad men 
wear out faster than other men, and in old age their usefulness in 
that service is wholly gone. We have seen an old and most faith- 
ful division superintendent, who had been twenty-five years in the 
service, discharged simply because advancing years had impaired 
his usefulness. He went without a dollar of extra pay, or a dollar 
of pension, and with no provision for himself and family in his 
declining years. The railroad had had the benefit of all his active 
manhood, 

Th'3 sin of disloyalty to a road on the part of its employes is 
never forojiven ; but how can a company expect men to watch and 
protect their interests when their treatment of men in their ser- 
vice is niggardly. Courteous and liberal treatment will tie men to 
the road as with bands of steel. Something further might be 
djne to elevate the morale of the service. In Philadelphia the 
Pennsylvania Central has a Conductors' Home. .Here they have 
ample quarters, sleeping and bath rooms, with chairs, sofas, 
pictures, and tables covered with newspapers, a library and 
reading-room ; chess, checkers and dominoes. There is a piano, 
and once each month an amateur performance of some kind is 
given, which their wives and lady friends attend. Here men off of 
duty and absent from their homes, are made comfortable and kept 
from temptation. 

The company supplies them with restaurant tickets, where meals 
are served in the same building at the mere cost price of the food. 
We plead for the establishment of such a '* conductors' home" in 
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St. Paul and Minneapolis. Let some of those men who make 
thousands and millions out of these hard worked railway employes 
signalize their appreciation of the class by whose brains and mus- 
cle they prosper, and give us such an institution as will, in the 
most practical manner, elevate the morale of the service. 

It may be asked, " What business is all this to the public ? ** 
The public have a deep interest in the character and reliability of 
the men to whom they entrust their lives and property, in the 
travel and traffic of a busy life. Railways in all their concerns, 
are proper subjects of intelligent public observation and criticism. 
They are public institutions, chartered by the state, for the benefit 
of its people. This point should never be lost sight of. They are 
entitled to no privacies from the public eye. 

RAILWAY AOCIDBKTS. 

This yearns record of railway accidents, shows no improvement 
over that of the previous one. This year 138 persons were 
killed, against 117 last year, an increase of 21. The number 
injured Was 283 as against 315 last year, a decrease of 32. 
This subject is one of so much importance, ttiat we present the 
accident record in several different tables, hoping that by 
showing the causes in a detailed form, and pointing out separ- 
ately the various dangers about railways, to be able to awaken 
attention which may result in the reduction of the accident record 
in our state. By examining table XVI., it will readily be seen 
how the 421 persons were killed and injured during the year, or the 
causes of death and injury to persons by railways. Table XVilL, 
showing the number killed and injured for the past ten years, also 
deserves careful attention. The death rate exhibits a marked in- 
crease, and particularly is this noticeable for the past three years, 
during which there were more fatal railway accidents than in all 
others of which we have a record. This should not be so, and 
a comparison made on a mileage basis, or otherwise, shows 
an undue increase. We recognize the fact that our railway mile- 
age has rapidly increased, but in place of the accident record more 
than keeping pace with this increase, it should gradually decrease, 
according to miles operated, and soon reach the standard, or make 
a favorable comparison with other and older states in railway 
enterprises. Table XXIT. shows the accidents to persons for 
the year ending June 30th, 1883, and the totals compared with 
those of the previous year. This table is prepared from statements 
received from the different companies, and from their standpoint. 
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it would appear, that most of the injuries received, on or about 
railway trains, are by the carelessness, or misconduct of the parties 
injured. While we think there is by far too much carelessness or 
misconduct aboat railways, we also believe that very frequently 
these accounts are improperly charged. There is certainly 
cause for all interested in railways, whether employes, owners^ or 
others to carefully consider the prevention of railway accidents. 

The past year, 4,4:13,775 passengers were carried in our state. 
Of these, four were killed and twenty injured, or about one in 
every 183 907 was either killed or injured. This seems like a small 
percentage of loss, and does compare better with older states than 
many other items in our accidekt record; still there is considerable 
to be gained in this particular, before we reach their standard. As 
many passengers were killed in Minnesota the past year as in Iowa, 
our neighboring state, which operates 7,014.95 miles of railway 
and carries about three times as many passengers. In making 
comparisons with Massachusetts, Connecticut and other older states, 
taking mileage and pissengers carried for a basis, we find the lia- 
bility to accident in our state is twice as great as in older and better 
regulated states in railway business. Railway managers, therefore, 
should study methods for the greater safety of passengers. 

The number of trespassers killed during the year was fifty-one, 
and the number injured and not killed, twenty. 

Of the whole number, sixty-eight were walking, standing, or 
lying on the track, and three were unlawfully riding on the cars. 

Among the number killed, five are reported as suicides ; two 
from being on the track deaf; and twelve from being on the track 
intoxicated. The number injured at highway crossings was ten, 
of whom four were killed. Twenty-five persons were killed and 
thirty-six iujured by falling from trains; and twelve persons 
were killed and twenty-two injured, by getting on and oflF moving 
ears. 

These figures very plainly show the danger of walking or standing 
on railway tracks, getting on and oflF movins: trains aid should 
certainly act as a warning against these dangerous practices. 

Accidents to employes are reported, as follows:

Showing the total number killed aud injured during the year to be 

315. 
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While our accident record without regard to employes is not 
what it should be, this is certainly enormous, and gives cause for 
careful consideration. 

Only 337 employes were killed or injured during the y*»ar in 
Iowa, 123 in Connecticut and 198 in Massachusetts. Considering 
the number of persons employed in these states, and the mileage of 
trains run, and making similar comparisons with other states, we 
are forced to the conclusion that there is something wrong in the 
employment service of our railways, which subject has been con- 
sidered elsewhere in this report. 

The number of brakemen killed and injured while coupling and 
uncoupling cars, recalls each year the question whether something 
cannot be accomplished to diminish the loss of limbs and lives re- 
sulting from this class of accidents. A.n able report upon this 
subject was made last year by the R. R. Commissioners of Connect- 
icut, concluding with the recommendation of the enactment of a 
law requiring that all freight cars hereafter bought or built by the 
corporations operating railways in the state, shall be equipped with 
automatic couplers, the dra'.'^-bars of which shall be at the uniform 
height which has been recommended by the master car-builders, 
and with dead-blocks sufficiently thick to give no less than one 
foot of clear space between the cars when the blocks come together, 
and that similar draw- bars and couplers should be used in all re- 
newals. 

A very full and instructive report was also made by a committee 
of the Assembly of the province of Ontario, ending in a sugges- 
tion of legislation making compulsory the use of automatic coup- 
lers. 

Twelve persons were killed and 107 injured from this cause in 
our state during the year. The Commissioner last year recom- 
mended the use of automatic couplers, and is of the opinion now 
as then, that some immediate action should be taken for the greater 
safety of railway employes in this kind of service. The general 
public should interest themselves in behalf of railway employefi, 
and if the officials of the roads do not take efficient steps in this 
direction, then legislation might be invoked in an effort to save 
human lives. 

LITERATURE SOLD OK TRAIKS. 

The character of much of the literature sold on trains, is not 
such as railway managers would introduce into their families. The 
apple and peanut vender is often quite a nuisance, but when be 
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urges the youth from the country to buy the " Police Gazette " he 
becomes not only ofienssive, but is an agent of demoralization. 
Even ladies and young girls are often importuned to purchase 
papers and books wholly unsuited to good taste. We think that 
railway officials owe it to the public and to their own sense of pro- 
priety, not to allow their trains made a salesroom for the vend- 
ing of anything good taste and good morals could not approve. 

/L LBGHTIMATB TRAFFIC SADDLED WITH PETTY ANKOYANOBS ; THEIR 

RESiOVAL URGED. 

That the government of the United States should remove every 
possible obstacle to its own internal commerce and trade, as 
against foreign competitive carrying in the same zone of traffic, 
should be a very obvious proposition. Serious obstacles exist to a 
carrying trade, quite legitimately our own, within the State of 
Minnesota, The carrying trade of Manitoba has heretofore be- 
longed, almost by nature, to our state. But the building of the 
Canadian Pacific, from Winnipeg to Port Arthur on lake Superior, 
has essentially changed the conditions of that traffic. The Cana- 
dian Pacific tlailway is now enabled to do for that region, that 
which we have heretofore done for it. This occasions a seri- 
ous loss of revenue, both to the railways and to the treasury of our 
state. 

Our receipts for taxes on gross earnings, are materially reduced 
by the loss of this large carrying trale which had sprung up in 
such vigor with the Province of Manitoba. To illustrate the 
value of this traffic to our lines of transportation, as it existed be- 
fore the opening of that portion of the Canadian Pacific men- 
tioned, it is only necessary to say that in a single year it comprised 
.sixty-five per cent, of the entire traffic of one of our most impor- 
tant railways. 

The question arises, can any important portion of this carrying 
trade still be retained for our own people? The question is not 
only important to oar state, but to all American lines. The grow- 
ing importance of Manitoba and its trade brings this question at 
once to the front. 

Our carrying trade with Manitoba is handicapped with petty 
fees and red-tape custom o'bstructions, which build obstacles of a 
serious, if not prohibitory, character. Trade refuses to encounter, 
them. By our physical conditions and superior facilities, we could 
hold a good share of this trade, if the way was made smooth. 
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The object of these restrictions is to see that goods pass through 
safely, and that there is no smuggling. It certainly would not be 
alleged that these restrictions are for the purpose of the govern- 
ment of the United States collecting a few petty fees. These fees 
are simply a toll, levied by ourselves against ourselves. Consider 
the impediments now existing to the retention of any considerable 
portion of this traffic. 

For every bond issued there are fees amounting, in all, to $2.80. 
Shippers also have to make duplicate invoices, an entry for trans- 
portation and exportation, a certificate to manifest, two inspection 
certificates, and a landing certificate on the other side. The prep- 
aration of these papers requires the employment of a broker, whose 
charges are by no means light. 

Before the building of the Canadian Pacific railway to Port 
Arthur, the Manitoba people, and others, had no alternative but 
to use our systems of transportation. Now there is one open 
through Port Atrhur, which is not obstructed by petty obstacles. 
The Canadian Grovernment has reduced to a minimum all custom- 
house regulations to shippers from the United States through 
Canada, and back again into our own country. 

Otherwise, the Canadian lines, such as the Grand Trunk, Great 
Western, and Canada Southern, could not compete with our great 
system of eastern lines. These Canadian lines are untramraeled 
by their government, in their efforts to secure a portion of the 
east-bound traffic of the United States. What our government 
ought to do is, to place our lines in the same relation and under 
the same free conditions for the traffic of Manitoba, that the Can- 
adian authorities have given*their roads for the carrying trade of 
the United States. Let us make it just as easy for us to carry 
their goods and produce through the United States, as it now is 
to carry the products of the United States through Canada. We 
have so long been the victims of an enormous tariff, that we are 
even oblivious to its restrictions upon our own carrying trade. 
Experience shows that the Canadian system is a success as to their 
lines of traffic. What our government wants to do is, to take oflf 
all fees and simplify the papers. All the government requires is, 
the safety of the goods and the prevention of smuggling. 

Each railroad carrying bonded goods is under a bond of $250,000, 
for their safety. In addition to all of this, a special bond has to be 
given for everj' shipment of goods, by the shipper. This same 
condition formerly obtained for goods shipped to interior ports 
of delivery in the United States. But Congress, by act of June 
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10th, 1880, did away with the special bond in this case, and made 
the railroads entirely responsible. No good reason exists why the 
special bond cannot be done away with in the case of transit 
goods. 

The railway companies are responsible in the one case just as in 
the other under their bond. The railroad station agent at the 
state liue is also under special bond for such duties as he may have 
to perform. Let the cars or packages be put under seal once for 
all, without charges, and thus go unobstructed to their destination. 
Let one bonded line deliver to another bonded line, and one gov* 
ernment add its seal to that of the other, and every governmental 
purpose will be subserved. Of course the bond which is given at 
the port of entry must be cancelled by the papers returned from 
the port of exit. Let the act be simple and without cost. If there 
are necessary transfers of bonded freight from one line to another, 
as at the Minnesota Union Transfer Station, the roads themselves 
do this and pay the customs officer supervising it. 

This office calls attention to this matter in the general Ameri- 
can interest, and especially in that of our own state. We are 
losing heavily in our state taxes by the loss of gross receipts. The 
trade and traffic of Manitoba and beyond, are to a degree bound to 
us by natural physical laws. Let our government place no ob- 
structions in the way of this gravitation. 

Our bonded charges are $2.80 even on the smallest packages, as 
against ten cents by Canada. These charges combined with a long 
additional aggregate of red tape, amount to prohibition. Let our 
Senators and Representatives in Congress press upon the Secretary 
of the Treasury such customs regulations as will secure the reten- 
tion of this carrying trade to our people. Most of the difficulties 
which hamper us, it is believed, are treasury r%ulations, and can 
be largely removed without an appeal to Congress. If not, then 
let that appeal be made. This office urges this modification of our 
customs duties and regulations, not only in its relation to our 
taxes, but in the interests of our railways as well. 

The rapid development of the imperial resources of the country 
now being opened by the system of railways from Winnepeg 
westward, emphasizes the importance of prompt action, so that 
trade and traffic may be educated to its natural channels. 

HISTORY OP THE KORTHERN^ PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

• 

The opening of this grand trans-continental highway bears so 
important and intimate a relation to our own state, is so inter- 
woven with our future commerce and development, that the 
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Commissioner deemed it his duty to prepare a history of the enter- 
prise from its inception, through all the epochs of its eventfal 
straggles, to its final completion. In the history of its efforts to 
seek the western sea, Minnesota has bec^n, in Congress ancT before 
the public, its staunchest friend aod advocate. It has been, in a 
certain sense, a project of our own. Oar public men from the 
beginning pressed its attention upon Congress, and our private j 

citizens emulated each other in presenting its claims to the j 

country. On our soil was its initial point, and here the first map j 

was made which marked its topographic zone, to the most beauti- 
ful and capacious estuary in the world. Its two great eastern j 
termini are with us; one on Lake Superior and the other resting 
upon the Mississippi river. The first money ever given for the '' 
project was a liberal subscription by our citizens toward the ear- 
liest survey of the route. 

The first great recognition of the importance of its completion 
was its celebration with most imposing ceremonies in the great 
commercial cities.of our state. The President of the United States, 
among other distinguished guests, honored the occasion with his 
presence. 

It will hencforth be interwoven and intermix with all the com- 
mercial forces which mark alike the development and glory of our 
state. 

HISTORICAL. 

It has been said that the highways of nations are the measure of 
their civilization. By means of speedy transit, society, govern- 
ment, commerce, arts, wealth, intelligence, are developed and ad- 
vanced to their highest excellence. The thirty- one roads which 
radiated from the Roman forum into her vast provinces, like spokes 
from the nave of a wheel, were proof of the wisdom and grandeur 
of the Roman rule. The historian who chronicles the steps of 
civilization must tell of the substitution of turnpikes for muddy 
lanes, of steel rails for the macadam. In the pre-railway times of 
England, tonnage by earth roads averaged twenty-six cents per 
ton per mile. The railways came and carried a ton of goods twen- 
ty-five miles an hour for two cents per mile. The value of a wagon 
load of wheat is totally consumed in hauling it on the earth road 
300 miles. The United States, with 112,000 miles of railway, is 
the foremost nation in the world id the abundance and excel- 
lence of her highways. The locomotive and steel rail is a swift 
civilizer of the wilderness. There are between Lake Superior and 
3 
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the bright w^aters of Puppet sound, 500,000 square miles of rich 
territory, ready to be impressed with the prosperity, wealth and 
civilization of the East. A national railway could alone insure 
that development in this generation. One, and even two lines 
were not sufficient to meet the requirements of the situation. 

The center and south were already supplied — the line of the 
northern zone alone remained for completion, It is the true com- 
mercial zone. Behind it lie the active wealth, the commercial 
power and the marts of commerce of this nation. New York, 
Boston, Chicago, the great lakes, the great lines of railway, the 
growing cities and power of the Northwest, all the great motive 
forces of the new world, are on the line of this commercial zone. 
These forces await the opening of this Vnie to pour through its ar- 
terial way the tides of wealth and trade. It is backed by all the 
commercial powers of the age. The northern route was the only 
original plan of a railway to the Pacific. The waters of the great 
lake were assumed as its necessary base, and the convexity ot the 
earth gave it vastly the shorter line. Nature had depressed the 
Tery mountains themselves for its passage, while the Columbia 
River and the Archipelago of Puget Sound seemed to be planned 
for its Pacific terminus. In the fullness of time and upon its own 
merits, this stupendous work has been accomplished. It is of 
permanent interest to trace the rise and growth of so great an ar- 
tery of national and international commercial life, which also in- 
sures commercial supremacy to our own State. I purpose, there- 
fore, to present the essential outline of its history from its incep- 
tion to its completion. 

DR. HARTWELL CARVBR, ITS FIRST AbVOCATE. 

To Dr. Ilartwell Carver, belongs the honor of being the person 
who first conceived and publicly advocated building a railway 
across the American cmtinent, to connect the Atlantic with the 
Pacific ocean. In 1837 he began to advocate its feasibility in the 
newspapers. His first article appeared in the New York Courier 
and Enquirer, for the insertion of which he paid the sum of $14. 
At that time it was regarded as a Utopian project. His newspaper 
articles, his memorial to Congress and his pamphlets are before 
me as I write. They evince unbounded faith in the scheme, but 
the methods proposed there are wholly impracticable. In 1845 he 
published an " Inquiry into the Practicability and Benefits of 
a Railroad f:om Lake Michigan to the Pacific Ocean.*' In 1848 he 
memorialized Congress for a private charter for himself and 
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CIS friends, and based his ^^ claim as first inceptor of the project.^^ 
His grandfather was that Jonathan Carver, who explored a por- 
tion of the wilderness of Minnesota in 1764, and whose valuable 
contributions to the kno'vledge of the country have been 
justly remembered by naming a county and town in this State 
in his honor. He himself claimed ^'to hail from the far Northwest, 
the Emails of Anthony, which/' he says. ^* 1 call my present and 
future home." His home, however, appears to have been in 
Monroe county, N. Y., at which place his communications 
and memorials were dated. Dr. Carver claims that the first 
suggestion of a railroad across the Rocky Mountains occurred to 
him while in Europe in 1832, in passing from Milan to Switz- 
erland, while crossing the Alps by the Simplon road, built by 
Napoleon, The peculiarity of Carver's project, like that of all 
others of an early date was to connect the great Northern lakes 
with the Pacific Ocean at Puget Sound or the Columbia River. 

ASA WHITKEY 1845-47. 

In the year 1843, Asa Whitney began to direct public attention 
to and revive interest in a railway to the Pacific. He was a mer- 
chant of New York, and had spent many years in China. He 
made numerous speeches through the country, wrote news- 
paper articles, and published numerous pamptilets upon the sub- 
ject. His scheme was to build it by means of the public lands, 
based on a system oi European emigration. His enthusiasm and 
practical plans enlisted some of the best men in the country in 
the project. His celebrated meeting at the Tabernacle in New 
York, Jan. [4, 1847, was taken possession of by a mob, who 
declared the project a swindle planned by a band of conspirators to 
rob the government of its lands. This drove Mr. Whitney from 
the field. He died in Washington in 1872. 

THE UUHOBS OF THE EARLIER EPOCH. • 

Many grotesque and extravagant notions concerning a railway 
to the Pacific characterized the earlier years of its history. Not- 
abte among these were Carver's extravagant ideas concerning the 
prodigious cars of 200 feet in length he proposed to run; to build 
great arches over the rivers after the manner of the Romans and to 
have a gauge of eight feed wide. Perham hrd an idea that he 
could get a million of men to take $100 stock each in the road and 
thus secure the $100,000,000 necessary to build it. Another 
8cheme was to have a system of European immigration which 
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should buy the lands for work upon the road, and thus secure 
the building as the line was settled. Another fancy was that 
the excavations of the road through the mountain would de» 
velop enough gold and silver to pay for the road. Memo- 
rable, too, were the extravagant orations of delegate Garfielde 
of Oregon in Congress and on the stump. He portrayed the 
mild climate of the country in glowing colors, and declared 
that the winds from the Japan current would follow the building^ 
of the road and make a banana belt from Puget Sound to Lake Su- 
perior, It is well enough to note these early humors, which 
equal Proctor Knott^s famous hyperboreal oration. 

EDW^IN F. JOHNSON, 0. B. 

In 185i, Edwin F. Johnson, of Middletown, Conn., published a 
boofi:, with a map, advocating the claim of the "Northern Route'* 
to the Pacific. The question of some railway across the continent 
was at that time admitted to be of transcendent importance, and 
the public mind was much divided as to which was the best. Three 
routes were proposed ; one terminating at San Diego ; the middle 
one at San Francisco, and the northern at the Strait of Sau Juan 
de Fuca, on Puget Sound. Mr. Johnson advocated, with great mi- 
nuteness of detail and marked ability, the northern route. His lar 
borious investigations covered every point in the controversy, and 
his analysis of the whole subject was so complete that but little has 
since been added, except by the result of trial surveys and actual 
locatioL. Mr. Johnson subsequently served as chief engineer of 
the enterprise. Under his careful hand the project was no longer 
a visionary scheme. 

GOyERNMENTAL ACTION — GOV. I. I. STEyENS. 

The public mind having persistently urged the necessity of such 
a national highway. Congress finally passed the act of March 3, 
1853, which directed that the Secretary of War should cause to be 
surveyed by army engineers, the Western country, "to ascertain 
the most practicable route from the Mississippi river to the Pacific 
ocean." Jefferson Davis, then Secretary of War, designated the 
several chiefs charged with the surveys, on or near the several par- 
allels of latitude. These surveys were all successfuU}* conducted^ 
except that under Capt. Quunison, on the line of the thirty-eighth 
parallel. He together with thirteen of his men was massacred by 
the Indians, October, 1853. The northern route was in charge of 
Gov. 1. 1. Stevens, of Washington Territory, one of the most in- 
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I telligent, indefatigable and usefal friends of the ccreat enterprise. 

Among his assistants we find such familiar names as those of Lieut. 
Oeorge B. McClellan and Capt. John Pope. Gov. Stevens' survey 
fully established, not only the feasibility, but the superiority of the 
route from the Missouri river to Puget Sound. The route east of 
the Rocky Mountains, starting at St. Paul, would have been sur- 
veyed by Gov. Stevens, but his plans were interdicted by Secretary 
Davis, who was not disposed to give the the Northern route the 
chance in public favor its merits demanded. Gov. Stevens' elabor- 
ate reports settled two important points — that the passes of the 
mountains were feasible, and that there would be no obstruction 
from snow. 

An intelligent public opinion continued to press the construc- 
tion of a trans-continental railway. Men of force and character 
were giving the enterprise support. The people expected it ; the 
time was ripe for its initiation. A serried girdle of railways was 
already half-way across the continent to the Mississippi River, and 
the pressure of social and commercial forces demanded their exten- 
sion to our Pacific possessions. The discovery of gold, the defiant 
•conduct of the residents of Utah and the requirements of the 
war department in Indian matters, all combined to quicken the 
public desire. But the war came, both to delay and expedite the 
•colossal work. The great Central route and its auxiliaries were 
born in the darkness of the nation's struggle, largely as a war 
measure, to reach and bind our Pacific possessions more closely to 
the Union. That great work was finished May 10, 1869, at Pro- 
montory Point, Utah. 

THE CITY OF ST. PAUL AN EARLY ADVOCATE OF THE ROAD — ^FIRST 

MAP OF THE ROUTE. 

The people of Minnesota and the citizens of St. Paul were 
among the earliest and most persistent advocates of a Northern 
Pacific route. Meetings were held, information was gathered, and 
energetic efiorts made, through a series of years, in its behalf. 
Among others, a remarkable meeting was held in St. Paul, July 
10, 1857, of which Col. William Nobles was chairman, and Joseph 
A. Wheelock, secretary. It was addressed by Gov. Ramsey and by 
James W. Taylor. Mr. Taylor's address was a very full and intel- 
ligent view of the whole question. The resolutions he ofiPered were 
remarkably terse and vigorous, one of which is as foUowo : 

"Resolved, That the great physical fact will vindicate itself— 
namely, that the commerce and power of the globe lies north of 
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the fortieth degree of north latitude, and that foar-fiffchs of Europe, 
with a corresponding area of the Pacific coast of North America, 
is north of the center of Minnesota." 

Upon the basis of this compiehensive idea, a civil engineer of 
St. Paul, Charles A. F. Morris, made a large map of that zone of 
the world, representing that idea, and defining the line of the pro* 
posed road. That map is still in existence, and is a remarkable 
presentation of the grand idea it embodies. Through all the years 
of its varying fortunes, the city of St Paul, the people of Minne- 
sota and her representatives in Congress, were the faithful and un- 
wearied advocates of the route, and contributed valuable facts and 
information in aid of the project. 

JOSIAH PERHAM — 1860-1865 — THADDEUS STEVENS. 

Josiah Perham, the first president of the Northern Pacific, was 
a marked character. Of a speculative turn of mind, he was given 
to ideal schemes. He was the author of the gift enterprises of 
twenty-five years ago. A resident of the State of Maine, at an 
early date he badgered the legislature of that state into granting 
him and his associates a charter for a railroad from Maine to the 
Pacific Ocean. Of course, it was worthless, but he came to Wash- 
ington with his People^s Pacific Railroad Co. charter in his pockety 
and on the 16th of April, 1860, petitioned Congress for the right 
of way and a grant of lands in aid of his pet project. Among 
others at Washington he encountered Thaddeus Stevens, of Penn* 
sylvania, then, as ever, a friend of the Northern route to the 
Pacific. Stevens induced Perham to abandon his Maine charter 
and get up a congressional bill for a Northern Pacific road. At this 
time, Huntington and others were busy with the Union Pacific 
scheme. Stevens was the chairmain of the Pacific railway commit- 
tee in the house. He introduced a resolution into that committee 
proposing a Northern line, contemporaneously with the other pro- 
posed Pacific routes. The resolution passed. The result of it was 
a bill. This bill went to the house, and was defeated by eighteen 
votes. Stevens was angry. As chairman of the committee he 
held the key to the situation. He plainly told Huntington and 
his friends that they had permitted the defeat of the measure. li 
is said that he further told them that he should hold their bill in 
his pocket till the Northern Pacific bill passed. The result was 
that the bill subsequently passed tbe house. Lt never was 
printed. It was read perfunctorily as such bills are, and the ten 
sections per mile were mysteriously increased to twenty. It went 
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to the senate and unanimously passed that body. Perham organ- 
ized his company; of the stock he had a controlling interest. He 
failed to accomplish anything, and died a poor man. After his 
death the stock was gathered up, and the enterprise, in new hands, 
was warmed into new life. Thaddeus Stevens, the old Roman, 
was the real father of the Northern Pacific charter. Others had 
advocated the enterprise, but under his sovereign wing the bill had 
its life. 

THE CX)NGBESSIOKAL CHARTER. 

On the second of July, 1861, Abraham Lincoln signed the char- 
ter of the Northern Pacific railroad. The act of incorporation, 
was reported at the last session of the Thirty-eighth congres by 
the select committee on public lands, of which Thaddeus Stevens, 
of Pennsylvania, was chairman, and Ignatius Donnelly, the Minne- 
sota member. This charter authorized the construction of a rail- 
road and telegraph line, '' beginning at a point on Lake Superior, 
in the State of Minnesota, thence westerly by the most eligible 
route within the. territory of the United States on a line north of 
the 45th deg. of north latitude to some point on Paget Sound, 
with a branch in the valley of the Columbia River, to a point at or 
near Portland, in the State of Oregon." Ttie charter granted the 
right of way through the public domain; also alternate sections 
of land for twenty miles on each side of the road, except mineral 
lands, upon conditions similar to those contained in other like 
grants. Some amendments to this charter, relating chiefly to an 
extension of time, the construction of branches, and the issuing 
of bonds secured by mortgage, were granted subsequently. 

The valuable, earnest and persistent support of the Minnesota 
delegation in Congress, to this great measure,must not be forgotten. 
As early as Dec. 20, 1858, the Hon. H. M. Rice delivered an able 
speech in the senate in its behalf. Jan. 7, 1859, Hon. James Shields, 
then a senator from this state, delivered a speech in the same body 
in its support. On Jan. 5, 1869, Hon. William Windom delivered a 
very able and extended address, in the house, in its advocacy. 
Alexander Ramsey was always conspicuous for earnest efforts in its 
behalf; so was the Hon. Cyrus Aldrich and Hon. Ignatius Don- 
nelly. Indeed, it is very doubtful whether the measure would 
have succeeded without the patient, intelligent and persistent 
efforts of the Minnesota delegation in Congress. Active, earnest 
and hopeful, they carried force and conviction in each house, and 
very largely contributed to its final accomplishment. 
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riRST ORGANIZATION. 



The congressional charter contained a provision creating a rep- 
resentative commission from each state and territory which should 
constitute the '' board of commissioners," and their first meeting^ 
was authorized to be held at ^' Melodeon hall, in the cifcy of Bos- 
ton/' In that commission of corporators, Minnesota was repre- 
sented by Cyrus Aldrich, H. M. Rice, John McKusick, H. C, Waite 
and Stephen Miller. The first meeting of the commissioners was 
held at Melodeon hall, Boston, Sept. 1, 1864, and they proceeded 
to elect its first permanent oflBcers, with the following result: 
President, Josiah Perham; vice-president, Willard Sears; sec- 
retary, Abiel Abbott; treasurer, J. S. Withington. Books were 
ordered open for subscription to the capital stock, and a cash 
payment thereon of ten per cent, was required. Over 20,000 shares 
were subscribed, and $10 per share, actually paid in. The sec- 
retary, thereupon, called a meeting of the subscribers to the capital 
stock, at No. 22, Merchants' Exchange building, Boston, Dec. 6, 
1864, for the purpose of electing thirteen directors. The total num- 
ber of votes cast was 20,073, and the following gentlemen were 
elected as the first board: 

Josiah Perham, J. S. Withington, A. W. Banfield, Philander 
Reed, Ogden Holt, Richard B. Sewall, Willard Sears, Abiel Ab- 
bott, Nathaniel Greene, Jr., P. J. Forristall, John A. Bass, James 
M. Beckett and Oliver Frost. On the next day the new officers 
were elected, with Josiah Perham as president. 

On the 15th of September, 1864, the act of Congress granting 
lands in aid of the construction of the road, was formally accepted 
by the board and notice of the same served directly upon the 
President, Abraham Lincoln, who acknowledged the service in a 
personal letter. Thus the first act in the great drama of a north- 
ern railway to the Pacific was accomplished, and the mighty zone, 
stretching from Lake Superior to that wonderful archipelago, 
Puget Sound, an empire in itself, was to be opened to civilization, 
and the commercial destiny of Minnesota assured. 

As the railroad so chartered, was required to obtain the consent 
of the legislature of any state through which any portion of it 
might pass, previous to the commencement of the construction 
thereof, the legislature of the State of Minnesota passed such an act 
March 2, 1865, with a proviso that said road should construct a 
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line from the main line to the navigable waters of Lake Superior* 
The qpnsent of the State of Wisconsin was given by an act ap- 
proved April 10, 1865. 

Between the date of organization, 1864, and the year 1869, but 
little was done. In 1866, J. Gregory Smith of Vermont had be- 
come president. He was a man of decided ability, energy and per- 
fect faith in the success of the great enterprise. In that year 
Edwin F. Johnson was appointed engineer in chief, and he organ- 
ized and placed in the field four separate corps of engineers. The 
measures which had been inaugurated after the organization to 
provide funds, were a failure. Other leading roads to the Pacific 
were oflfering better inducements in securities, for they not only 
had lands and bondst secured by mortgage, but also the bonds of 
the United States. After an ineffectual struggle to raise funds, ap- 
plication to Congress was made Dec. 17, 1867, when Alexander 
Ramsey presented a memorial to the senate in behalf of the com- 
pany. For two years, by facts and arguments, Congress was urged 
to subsidize the road, and with the northern project, was now as- 
sociated a Southern Pacific measure of like import. The enter- 
prise, in different forms, was advocated by some of the foremost 
men of the nation. The continued discussions were able, but the 
public mind had become alienated as to subsidies, and even land 
grants as a means of assistance, were persistently attacked, The 
land grant was magnified in importance; it was said to exceed 50,- 
000,000 of acres, much larger in empire than the six New England 
States. The subject of aid to railroads continued to agitate the peo- 
ple intensely. Public opinion was against it, and Congress reflected 
the public will. Appeals for aid were in vain. It became evident 
that if the northern continental highway was built at all, it must 
be constructed on its own merits. 
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This condition of things existing, in 1869, the directors proffered 
to Jay Cooke & Co., of Philadelphia, the financial agency of the 
company. He had,^contemporarieously, been offered the presidency 
of the Southern Pacific, But on a full examination of the relative 
merits of the two enterprises he had declined the offer. Before ac- 
cepting the position of financial sponsor of the Northern line, he 
caused a thorough investigation of the entire route to be made by 
skillful and trustworthy men. 
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On the 1st day of July, 1870, for the purpose of constructing 
and equipping a line of railroad from a point on Lake Superior to 
the head waters of the Missouri, a loan was sought to be enected 
on the security of a first mortgage bond on all the property of the 
company, lands included. It had been authorized by a special act 
of Congress and to give national importance to the instrument it 
was made of record in the office of the Secretary of the Interior. 
The trustees of this mortgage were Jay Cooke and J. Edgar Thomp- 
son, president of the Pennsylvania Central Railroad Company, 
both of Philadelphia. To the placing of these securities Jay Cooke 
gave all his ability and experience. 

THE FIRST DIRT THROWN. 

While negotiations were pending for a loan, Cooke advanced 
money and the work was actually begun. On the 15th day of 
February, 1870, a winter's day, a company coming by sleighs from 
Duluth, Superior and other points, assembled near Thompson 
Junction to formally break ground. Dr. Thomas Foster of Duluth 
was chosen president and delivered the address. The Rev. George 
Stutter oflFered prayer. A number of speeches followed. Col. J. 
B. Culver of Duluth was appointed to fill the wheelbarrow with 
dirt, and Hiram Hays of Superior to wheel it. These two cities 
divided the honors, but quarreled as to the direction it was to be 
wheeled. This was done amid great cheering. The tools used 
were presented to the meeting by Capt. Starkey, and were all sent to 
Jay Cooke. The "sacred wheelbarrow" was on exhibition for some 
time. William Nettleton, Capt. James Starkey, Luke Marvin, 
Col. Belote, S. G. Sloan and J. J. Egan were the only persons pre- 
sent from St. Paul. Work was not seriously begun until the July 
following. Capt. Starkey was the contractor on the first section. 
The first spike driven is now in the possession of H. C. Davis, gen- 
eral passenger agent of the Manitoba line. The first engine used 
was the "Minnetonka;" the first engineer, Adam Brown; the first 
conductor, Capt. W. B. Spaulding, now of Brainerd; the first brake- 
man, H. C. Davis; the first fireman, Charles Cotten, now an engi- 
neer, and the oldest in train service of any man at present con- 
nected with the road, 

JAT COOKE. 

Jay Cooke is the most conspicious character whose name is con- 
nected with the Northern Pacific railroad enterprise. He was 
born in Sandusky, Ohio, Aug. 10, 1821. In 1838 he entered the 
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banking house of E. W. Clark & Co., Philadelphia, and at the early 
age of twenty-one became a partner. In 1858 he retired from 
business, but in 1861 he established the great banking firm of Jay 
Cooke & Go. He became the protege of Salmon P. Chase, then 
Secretary of the Treasury, and under the shadow of his great wing, 
Cooke & Co., floated and popularized the immense government 
loans made necessary by the war, and thereby contributed mater- 
ially to the success of the Union arms. There was something 
phenomenal in his management of these loans. He succeeded in 
popularizing them in the darkest days of the war, by methods 
which were as new to the financial world as were those of Napoleon 
in the boldness of his military designs. While it was said in 
Europe that our military campaigns were full of blunders, our 
financial policy was pronounced a miracle of success. His pam- 
phlet, How Our National Debt May Be a National Blessing, 
will be remembered. He made the debt, "the orphans and widows' 
savings fund.^' His methods and success constituted an era in the 
history of American finance. This financial ability, reputation and 
experience he brought to the great work of placing the loans ne- 
cessary to the construction of the Northern Pacific railroad. His 
claims as to the value of these securities and the importance of 
the road were by many, in that day, deemed chimerical. But time 
and great results have vindicated the correctness of his judgment, 
and the soundness of his views. It was said to be the dream of Jay 
Cooke, after the close of the war, to connect his house with the 
Rothchilds, and thus secure their aid to place the Northern Pacific 
bonds on the continental market. The war in Europe dissipated 
that hope. 

THE GBEAT SU8PEN8IOK. 

On Thursday, the 18th of September, 1873, the banking house 
of Jay Cooke & Co. closed its doors. It was represented b}^ four 
great banking houses, respectively located at Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, New York and the London house, under the control of 
Hugh McCuUough, late Secretary of the Treasury. The banks were 
overloaded with railroad securities at the time, and financial circles 
were imbued with a distrust of Jay Cooke & Co., because of their 
large connection with the Northern Pacific securities. They had 
practicallv become the financial sponsors of the enterprise. The 
house had made large advances for interest and construction. Eu- 
rope had not then accepted these securities as was expected. The 
&ilure precipitated Wall Street into throes of panic. The great 
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Chicago and Boston Hres were yet fresh in their effects npon the 
country. The suspension fell like a calamity npon Minnesota. 
The firm was identified with an enterprise of vital importance to 
this state. It was felt that Jay Cooke was the only man in Amer- 
ica who had the courage to undertake so great an enterprise as the 
construction of the Northern Pacific railroad across the vast soli- 
tudes which stretch from Lake Superior to the Pacific Ocean. He 
had devoted herculean energy and financial skill to the &:reat en- 
terprise, and the hopes and prayers of the great Northwest were 
with him. But his heroic attempt could not stem the tide of ad- 
verse popular distrust. The sale of the bonds at home had been 
slow, and the eflForts to negotiate them abroad were comparatively 
unsuccessful. The St. Paul and Pacific main line and branches bad 
defaulted in the payment of interest, and as their securities were * 
mainly held in Holland and Germany, that market was prejudiced 
against any more railroad bonds. An epidemic of distrust gradu- 
ally spread among the holders of the bonds who began to return 
them in large amounts to Jay Cooke, who was forced to buy them 
at par to maintain their credit. In his noble eflForts to stay the 
tide of demoralization, we find the causes which led up to his sus- 
pension. He had now fully identified himself with the Northern 
Pacific enterprise. To consummate this great achievement, had 
become the main purpose of his life, and he pursued his object with 
generous and heroic ardor. It was an imperial civic ambition, 
but fortune was adverse, and he fell, wounded in his great battle 
with the forces arrayed against him. His life insurance company 
and his trans-continental railroad were both ungenerously ad- 
judged mistakes by the financial wiseacres of the day. He was 
said to be a man of vast ability, but too much controlled by his 
imaginatioa. It was said that Cooke was notable for asking no- 
body's advice, and argued things out his own way; that he had or- 
ganized a raid upon public credulity through the orthodox clergy; 
that he sought to popularize his bonds through the fictitious boost- 
ing of advertising; that his lands were worthless, his road a failure, 
and Duluth a mistake. He has lived to see the ungenerous verdict 
of that day happily reversed. The lands are not worthless, Duluth 
is not a failure and his trans-continental railway is an accomplished 
fact. The securities were just as he represented them, and those 
who had faith or fortune to hold them have realized dollar for dol- 
lar; while others have amassed wealth in exchanging the deprecia- 
ted bonds for lands. 
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To the caases already recited we must add the array of hostile 
influences which arose from kindred projects. The Union Pacific 
and its associated enterprises, alarmed at the prospect of the speedy 
diversion of a greater part of the trans-continental travel and traf 
fie, set ap a howl of denanciation of the northern route. They 
represented the country as sterile and hyperborean. The great 
cities which participated in interest with the Union and Central 
Pacific route, arrayed every influence which couid aSect public 
opinion against the enterprise. They made it the daily subject of 
malicious abuse and misrepresentation, Jealousy gloated in lam- 
pooning and vilifying the entire enterprise. Slander did its work 
in weakening public confidence in the securities. Further south a 
bitter sectional jealousy prevailed. These combined causes, for the 
hour, suspended the work, and swept Cooke & Co. as by a cyclone, 
out of the financial world. Sitting in the shadow of his great dis- 
aster, Jay Cooke has lived to see his favorite and colossal project 
arise from the ruins at the call of other leaders, and move forward 
to its grand accomplishment; and it is pleasant to note that the 
first great sponsor of the enterprise, at last, from a home of com- 
petence, can behold the car of civilzation move on its iron way 
along the northern zone, realizing the full consummation of a pur- 
pose which had stirred his more youthful blood. 

THE EFFECT OF THE SUSPENSION ON THE COMPANY. 

The effect of the closing of the banking houses of Jay Cooke & 
Co. was temporarily disastrous to the company itself. In its fiscal 
resources, it had leaned wholly upon Jay Cooke. There was a faint 
hope that some other financial arrangements might at once be 
made with the properties of the company, and that hope was held 
oat to the public. But it speedily proved delusive. Indeed, some 
newspapers predicted that the great enterprise would now be 
finally closed; that it was the explosion of a huge swindle, the 
bursting of a South Sea bubble. Some of the small-souled news- 
papers employed themselves in kicking the dead lion, in the person 
and fortunes of Jay Cooke. 

The explosion found the company, in the fall of 1873, in posess- 
ion of about 550 completed miles of railroad. Of these, 350 ex- 
tended from Duluth to the Red river at Bismarck, and on the 
Pacific division 105 miles, extending from Kalama, on the Colum- 
bia River, to Tacoma, on Puget Sound. It had earned 10,000,000 
acres of land. The route had been surveyed entirely across the 
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continent. Settlements were progressing finely. Indeed all things 
were progressing favorably when the untoward event of the Cooke 
failure overtook them. All the company's property of every de- 
scription being covered by the mortgage, they had no security to 
ofier for a loan. Default in accruing interest was unavoidable. 
The paralysis of the enterprise was complete. 

George W. Cass had now become president. In their extremity, 
another appeal, May 1874:, was made to Congress. By the 
conditions of the charter, the completion of the road was required 
by the 4th day of July, 1877. They frankly declared their 
inability to complete the work. The entire sale of bonds had been 
over t30,000,000 ; on these they had realized net, 83.13 per 
cent. Nearly the whole amount had been sold or taken by Jay 
Cooke & Co., under two contracts. These contracts were ter- 
minated, and the agency for that company for the Northern Pacific 
railroad was at an end. The appeal was in vain. Congress 
adjourned without any definite action. 

BESOLUTB PUBPOSB TO BEACH THE HEAD OF NAVIGATION ON THE 

MISSISSlrPI BIVEB. 

The emperors of Germany have not been more determined to 
reach the Hellespont than the successive dynasties of the Northern 
Pacific to find a terminus on the Mississippi River. With this 
purpose in view, many schemes were devised. First, the purchase 
of the St. Paul and Pacific, with all its branches was made in 1872. 
The Lake Superior and Mississippi (now St. Paul & Duluth) and 
the Minneapolis & St. Louis were leased. Had they contented 
themselves with holding and finishing these fine properties, their 
power and position in Minnesota would have been assured and com- 
plete at an early day. What might have been will suggest itself 
to all. In 1876-7 a second eflFort was made, and they secured the 
Western railroad by a lease from Sauk Rapids to Brainerd, and by 
making running arrangements with the Manitoba from Sauk 
Rapids to St. Paul, thus found access to the Mississippi by a more 
direct route than by the St. Paul& Duluth. By a third effort, undor 
the masterly effort of Villard, the whole question of reaching the 
Mississippi and the Eastern railway connections at Minneapolis 
and St. Paul assumed the great importance its merits demands. 
The Western railroad has been purchased together with the right 
of way from Sauk Rapids to Minneapolis lying east of the Mani- 
toba line ; and now, by the purchase of the right of way, and 
at least 1,000 acres of land in the vicinity of the Capital of the 
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State, such final connections and superb terminal facilities are pro- 
jected as will enable them to give room for all other roads, now or 

hereafter making connections with the great transcontinental line. 
Like the taking of Richmond, the head of navigation was not 
reached until the hour and the man had come. 

REORGANIZATION OF THB COM PANT. 

On the 16th of April, 1875, the United States circuit court of 
New York appointed a receiver of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company, and of ail its property. The order making this appoint- 
ment was, under proceedings brought by the trustees and the 
bondholders, united. On the 12th of May, 18 1 5, the trustees and 
bondholders applied for a final decree of sale which was granted. 
Under the decree the road and all its property was to be sold for 
the benefit of the bondholders, who were to become the preferred 
stockholders. It was an arrangement made between all the parties 
in interest to avoid litigation and secure the extension of the road^ 
The scheme was devised by a committee of the bondholders, one of 
which committee was William Windom, of Minnesota, and was 
adopted June 80, 1875. A committee of six stockholders was ap- 
pointed to attend the sale and purchase the property for the bene- 
fit of those in interest. The judicial sale, under decree of the court 
took place Aug. 12, 1875, and was confirmed by decree of the court 
the 25th of that month. The committees so appointed and pur- 
chasing, became the body politic and corporate, known as the 
Northern Pacific Railroad. The holders of the preferred stock 
were instructed by the committees to meet in the 
city of New York, September 29, to elect a board 
of directors. The holders of common stock, by the agreement had 
no right to vote until after July 1, 1878. At said meeting thir- 
teen directors were elected by the preferred stockholders, aud sur- 
sequently Charles B. Wright was elected president, George Stark, 
vice-president and Samuel Wilkinson, secretary. The reorganiza- 
now complete. The bonds had been transferred into preferred 
stock and the latter made convertible into lands at par. 

No movement was made that year looking to a renewal of con- 
stiuction. Application was made to the Congress for an extension 
of the time within which construction might be completed. The 
twenty-five miles of railroad used by the company between Thom- 
son Junction and Duluth was built by the Lake Superior & Miss- 
issippi Railroad company. To save a duplicate expenditure . of 
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money the Northern Pacific had agreed to pay, for a half interest 
thereof $500,000. The greater part of this remained unpaid. After 
a 'tedious negotiation, the matter was this year adjasted. The 
stock of the St. Paul and Pacific came over among the assets 
of the Northern Pacific ; but the whole property had been 
encumbered by a heavy mortgage, and was already in the hands of 
a receiver, and the property was lost to the new organization. Pop- 
pulation was rapidly advancing west of the river, and many thou- 
sands of acres of wheat testified to the value of the land grant 
Dalrymple, Cheeny, Qrandin and others had opened wheat farm, 
which had become the admiration of the world. The earnings of 
the road both gross and net were highly satisfactory. The intrinsic 
merits of the route were being made apparent. Preparations were 
made to run the Dakota division in winter as the war department 
had asked this in view of the military situation in the hostile In- 
dian country. 

THE YBAB 1877. 

The year 1877 closed with Charles B. Wright as president, and 
the other officers remaining as before. The year was Mgnalized by 
complete success in running trains over the Dakota division in 
winter, trains on which were delayed less than those on the New 
York Central road. Thus was dispelled the illusion that nature 
had placed an embargo upon railroading in those northern lati* 
tudes. A remarkable trade was springing up with the territories 
tributary to the upper Missouri and Yellowstone rivers. Thirty 
steamboats were plying those waters, connecting at Bismarck with 
the terminus of the road. The mining developments in the Black 
Hills had found a convenient outlet at Bismarck, and the numer- 
ous military posts and Indian agencies contributed to an increase 
of business. Thousands of emigrants were flocking to the Red 
River valley, and the British province of Manitoba was yielding a 
large percentage to the growing traffic of the road! The most 
important event of the year was the arrangement made with the 
Western Railroad Company of Minnesota, to complete their line 
from Brainerd to Sauk Rapids, so as to secure a more direct com- 
munication with St. Paul, than by the circuitous route of the St. 
Paul & Duluth. This arrangement was satisfactorily made. 

The delay of Congress in extending the time for the completion 
of the road, prevented the company from making any arrange- 
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ments for the extension of the line into Montana. Daring this 
year the Pacific division was extended to the Puyallup coal fields, 
thirty-one miles. 

THE YEAR 1878. 

The year 1878 was not marked by any very notable event. The 
officers remained the same. Frederick Billings was chairman of 
the executive committee, and H. E. Sargent was the general man- 
ager. There was a large increase of the local business. Many 
improvements were made in the road and its equipment. Wheat 
farming in central Dakota had become very active and profitable. 
The railroad between Sauk Rapids and St. Paul was controlled by 
the trustees of the mortgages made by the first division of the St. 
Paul & Pacific Railroad company. Upon the opening of the road 
from Brainerd to Sauk Rapids, arrangements were entered into 
with these trustees whereby Northern Pacific trains were run over 
this road, thus making St. Paul practically one of the terminal 
points of the line. 

THE TEAR 1879 — FREDERICK BILLINGS, 

By the resignation of President Wright on account of ill healthy 

Frederick Billings had become president of the company. The 

financial year was changed from September to end June 30. The 

acreage of wheat along the line in Dakota had doubled, and the 
quantity of land being taken by settlers was phenomenal. The 

work of construction had been suspended for six years, and much 
material had reached the limit of duration, and the work of re- 
newals had become a necessity. Five successive abundant harvests 
along the line had demonstrated the productive capacity of the 
soil. A better feeling prevailed. It was now the judgment of the 
stockholders that construction should be resumed at both ends of 
the line. A contract was let to Walker, Bellows & Co , for 100 
miles from Bismarck, westward. Work was begun in January. 
The work from the Columbia river, eastward, was also initiated. 
The great trans-continental enterprise was alive again. The Cas- 
selton branch was placed under contract, and the Yellowstone di- 
vision was also definitely located. 

THE YEAR 1880. 

The year 1880 opened with 722 miles of main track actually in 

operation. An important link of twelve miles, from Ainsworth to 

Wallula, connected the Pacific division with the road of the Or- 
4 
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egon Bailway & Navi^^ation company. Daring the year a system 
of grain elevators was established along the line from Duluth 
west. A foreign emigration agency was established in Europe. 
The company settled down in the belief that their grant of lands 
remained unimpared, until there was a declaration of forfeiture 
authorized by Congress. The Supreme Court of the United States 
avowed this principle, and the executive officers ot the government 
would follow the decision. Hence less interest was felt in the ex* 
tension asked of Congress. This year began the relations between 
the Northern Pacific and the Oregon Railway & Navigation com- 
pany, in reference to traffic and joint use of lines. Henry Villard 
was president of the latter company. Harmonious and mutually 
advantageous relations were temporarily established between the 
two companies. 

It has been said that the building east from Ainsworth, and de-^ 
pending upon the precarious navigation of the Columbia River, 
was a suicidal policy and placed the company wholly at the mercy 
of a rival line. That rival company soon came into control. 

THE YEARS 1881-82 — THE OREGON & TRANSOONTINENMAL COMPANY — 

VILLARD. 

We approach an epoch which is memorable in the history we 
record. Under Mr. Billings^ vigorous administration, the public 
had resumed faith in the enterprise. This year President Billings 
completed a sale to a syndicate, consisting of Drexel, Morgan & 
Co., Winslow, Lanier & Co., and August Belmont & Co., of ^0,- 
000,000 of general first mortgage bonds. These bonds speedily 
became a favorite "security. The enterprise flourished and the 
work of construction advanced rapidly. In the midst of events a 
new power was at work. The hand of Henrv Villard was felt. 
Here begins the close relation which now subsists between the 
Oregon Railway & Navigation company, and the Oregon & Trans- 
continental company and the Northern Pacific. The Transconti- 
nental company is a consolidation of the steamship companies and 
the companies owning the railroads to overcome the rapids of the 
Columbia River. The Transcontinental company was organized 
under the laws of Oregon for tile general purpose of constructing 
railways, and more particularly to secure hajmony between the 
Oregon Railway & Navigation company and the Northern Pacific 
Railroad company. The progress of the Northern Pacific had 
now fully invaded the Pacific coast and was threatening the inter-

ests of these riral companies. The Oregon &; Transcontinental 
company, with Henry Yillard as president, and Horace White as 
secretary, had become rich and powerful. It possessed $30,000,000 
of actual capital. 

HKNET VILLARD. 

The glamour of romance surrounds the financial career of this 
extraordinary man. Henry Yillard was born in Speyer, the cap- 
ital of Rhenish Bavaria, in 1835. His father sat upon the supreme 
bench of that kingdom. He was educated at the university, and, 
like most of the university students in Qermany, was somewhat 
erratic in his youth. He first came to Belleville, 111., where some 
of his relatives still live. He studied law; yet, like Carl Schurz,he 
soon adopted journalism as a profession. His first conspicuous 
task was an engagement to TQ^ort the celebrated Lincoln-Douglass 
political discussion. In 1859 he went to Colorado, to write about 
the new gold discoveries for the Cincinnati Commercial. In 1860 
he was doing political correspondence for the New York Herald, 
and at that time sustaining confidential relations with Mr. Lincoln. 
He subsequently became conspicuous as a war correspondent. 
For two years, from 1868 to 1870, he was secretary of the American 
Social Science association. 

In person, Mr. Yillard is tall and of robust physique. His blue 
eyes, brown hair, expansive forehead, and fresh, geuial face, mark 
the good humor and frankness of the man. He lives on Madison 
avenue. New York, and has a country house at Dobbs' Perry. His 
wife is a daughter of the late William Lloyd Garrison, thq great 
champion of the anti-slavery movement. 

While in Germany, in 1874, events occurred which first brou&;ht 
him in connection with railway affairs. The German bondholders 
of certain American railway securities, which had defaulted in 
their interest, sent him to the United States as their represent- 
ative. In these financial transactions, connected with the Kansas 
Pacific, he met and successfully encountered Jay Gould. Subse- 
quently, in a vessel fitted out by John Roach, he went around the 
cape to Oregon to look after the interests of the same friends in the 
budding railways of that region. He soon mastered the projects 
and possibilities of those distant provinces, and became himself 
largely interested in the development of eastern Oregon and Wash- 
ington territories. He shortly became president of the consolid- 
ated railway and navigation companies on the Pacific coast, where 
he made both reputation and money. 
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His success grappled to bim as with hooks of steel the capitalists 
who had been enriched hy his genius. In this field of activity, in 
the prosecution of the interests of his own company, he encoun- 
tered the Northern Pacific, which was now entering the domain 
where Yillard was establisbed. The first speck of .war arose out of 
tbe determination of the Northern Pacific to build a line to Port* 
land, on the north side of the Columbia River, and thus crowd out 
Villard's company, which had proposed to construct a line on the 
south side of the river. After a fruitless attempt at a compromise 
of their difficulties, Yill%rd came to New York and conceived the 
idea of quietly purchasing, in open market, a controlling interest 
in the Northern Pacific. 

THE CELEBBATED "BLIIJD POOL" — THE SUIT. 

He thereupon organized the celebrated ^^ blind pool.^^ This was 
a daring scheme in which his friends were asked to place millions 
of money in his hands for an unknown purpose. No receipt was^ 
given. Confidence, perfect trust, was the only basis of the trans- 
actipii. It is without a parallel in the history of financial oper- 
ations, and bespeaks the implicit trust of his friends in his ability 
and integrity. Eight millions of dollars were thus put into a 
" blind pool.'' Northern Pacific stock was quietly bought, and ere 
the directory was aware the controlling interest of the line was in 
the hands of its reputed enemies. It was supposed that the Yillard 
coalition only intended to minify the great trans-continental high- 
way and use it simply as a feeder for their Oregon properties. The 
grandeur of the purpose was not yet understood. Alarmed at tbe 
situation, well did Billings write Yillard, '* Why put a pistol to 
the breast of the Northern Pacific at Ainsworth or Wallula and 
say, thus far and no farther.'' 

As a measure of safety, the directory determined to issue 
$18,000,000 of old stock, to the original parties in interest, in order 
still to retain their supremacy. There was originally. $100,000,000 
of capital stock. In the reorganization it was agreed to classify 
it as follows: $51,000,000 preferred stock to the bondholders, and 
$49,000,000 common. Of this common, $18,000,000 was yet un- 
issued. Yillard immediately brought suit (April, 1881), in the 
supreme court of New York city, to restrain the issue of this 
$18,000,000. He alleged that the common stock represented noth- 
ing; that nothing had ever been paid for it; that the preferred 
stock was all that was legitimate. Intense interest gathered about 
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the contest. In the midst of it, Mr. Billings, who was the largest 
stockholder in the old regime, s'^ms to have parted with a major- 
ity of his stock. The suits were withdrawn, and the Yillard com- 
bination remained masters of the situation. Mr. Billings resigned 
the presidency, which was held, temporarily, by A. H. Barney, 
bridging over the time till the annual election, when Henry Yil- 
lard was duly installed president, Thomas F. Oakes vice-president, 
and Herman Haupt general manager. 

THOMAS FLETCHEB OAKES. 

The history of the closing years of this enterprise would be in- 
complete, without some notice of the man whose marked executive 
ability has contributed so much to its completion. Thomas Flet- 
cher Oakes was burn in the city of Boston, in 1841, and educated 
in its schools. In 1863 he was in a banker^s office in New York. 
In 1866 he went west with Samual Hallet, and became purchasing 
i^ent for the contractors on the Kansas Pacific, where he remain- 
ed till the completion of the road, when he was appointed general 
freight agent of the line, and in 1875 was made general superin- 
tendent. About that time, Yillard was appointed receiver of that 
Toad, and thence dates the origin of the connection of the two men. 
Subsequently Mr. Oakes was made superintendent of the Kansas 
City, Fort Scott & Gulf railroad. When Yillard had become pres- 
ident of the consolidated Railway and Navigation companies in 
Oreficon, he at once secured Mr. Oakes^ services as vice-president 
and general manager of that system, and with great vigor and 
energy he built most of its lines. When the Yillard combination 
had secured control of the Northern Pacific, Mr. Oakes came at 
once to New York, and was made vice president and executive man- 
ager. To his great ability and energy we are indebted for the 
marvelous rapidity with which the last 800 miles of the line were 
completed. He is the first executive officer of the road who made 
the complete overland trip of the line. The superintendency of 
ail detail management belongs to him. Yillard devises the general 
schemes, and Oakes executes the mass of details. The one is the 
financier, and the other the executive manager. It is a case of 
Napoleon and his grand marshal, Ney. 

THE YILLARD ABHIKISTBATION. 

The Oregon & Transcontinental company was now the princi- 
pal owner of the stock of all the lines in Washington and Oregon, 
and of the Northern Pacific besides. Of all this combin- 
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ation, Henry Yillard was the bead, The new policy wa» 
to be enunciated. It soon became manifest that the Oregon 
& Transcontinental company was to be nsed as a powerful auxil- 
iary in the completion of the Northern Pacific. It at once gave 
the latter project the strong support of its immense capital, and 
enabled it to push construction without a moment^s halt. It fur- 
nished means to build branches, which the Northern Pacific, under 
the charter, had not the power to do, and thus prevent the en«- 
croachment of rival lines. As the controller of the vast traffic of 
the comprehensive syBtem of railroad, ocean and river lines already 
developed in Oregon and Washington, it will now compel that ag- 
gregation of business through the main artery — the Northerii: 
Pacific. In this wider view of the whole matter, it will be seen 
that the Yillard association of companies proves to be Df immense 
value to the nation^s northern highway to the Pacific. It has 
brought to it immense support and unexampled progress. From. 
Lake Superior to Puget Sound the hum of activity has prevailed 
Lateral branches, such as the National Park line, the Palouse 
Branch, Fergus & Black Hills, Little Falls & Dakota and Fargo & 
Southwestern, have been constructed. Duluth has conquered the 
prejudices against it, and grown with amazing rapidity. Brainerd^ 
Moorhead, Fargo and Bismarck, have grown with marvelous 
strides. New cities have sprung into existence, such as James- 
town, Mandan, Miles City, Billings, Glendive, Livingston, Boze- 
man, Spokane Falls, Ainsworth, Portland, Seattle and Tacoma,and 
other cities on the Pacific slope have doubled their population* 
The lumber trade, fisheries and mining interests have doubled in & 
single year under the incentive of this national highway. Popu- 
lation along the opening lines has increased an average of 150 per 
cent. The volume of immigration in numbers and character has. 
been a marvel, and the absorption of land has been on the same ex- 
traordinary scale. The creation of empire which is progressing 
under the spur of the completion of the Northern Pacific is with- 
out a parallel in the history of the world. At last we stand in the 
presence of the completion of this colossal enterprise. It is greater 
than the finishing of a pyramid, or any of the seven wonders of 
the world which excited the admiration of antiquity. The dream 
of Carver, of Whitney, of Cooke, is an accomplished fact. To Yil- 
lard belongs the honor of completing this imperial work, and with 
it his name will be forever associated. 
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THB VORTHBRN PAOIFIO TO RBAOH MIHKBAP0LI3 AKD ST. PAUL 

OYER ITS OWN TRACK. 

An arrangement of great importance to the interests of this State 
and of the Northern Pacific Railroad Company has recently been con- 
summated, by virtae of which the Northern Pacific secures entrance 
to Minneapolis and St. Paul over what will virtually be its own 
track, with ample terminal facilities in those cities, thus ending 
the inadequate and unsatisfactory method of reaching them by the 
joint use of the track of another company. This change has been 
effected by the enlargement of the corporate powers of the West- 
ern Railroad Company of Minnesota, which with its new rights 
has been given a new name. The old Company owned the line 
from Brainerd to Sauk Rapids, leased to the Northern Pacific, and 
had acquired perpetual right to use the line of the St. Paul, Min- 
neapolis and Manitoba Railroad Company from Sauk Rapids into 
the two cities, A majority of its stock was owned by the North- 
ern Pacific. The purchase of all the minority stock was necessary 
to the cairying out of the contemplated plan. This was a long 
and difficult operation, but finally every outstanding share of stock 
was secured. Amended articles of incorporation were thereupon 
filed, under which the name of the Company was changed to the 
St. Paul and Northern Pacific Railway Company, and authority 
was acquired to increase the capital stock and mortgage indebted- 
ness, and to build additional lines of road. Next, a mortgage was 
executed covering all present and future properties of the company, 
under which a maximum of ten millions of six per cent, gold bonds 
could be issued, of which $673,000 are for the redemption of the 
existing issues of Western Minnesota bonds; $2,000,000 for branches 
and tracks, at the rate of $20,000 per mile, and the remainder for 
the following, among other objects, as particularly set forth in the 
deed of trust: 

t. To extend the company^s existing line from Sauk Rapids to 
Minneapolis, including a bridge over the -Mississippi. 

2. To acquire suitable grounds for terminal facilities in St. Paul 
and Minneapolis. 

3. To build a double track line from the principal terminal 
unrounds, half way between St. Paul and Minneapolis, to the former 
city. 

4. For the erection of union passenger and freight stations, 
both in St. Paul and Minneapolis, and also of freight yards, round* 
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houses, machine and car shops, cattle-yards, slaughter-houses, and 
whatever other appliances and conveniences the Northern Pacific 
trans-continental traffic requires. 

A lease had been executed by the St. Paul and Northern 
Pacific Company to the Northern Pacific Company under which 
all of the former Company's property is leased to the latter for 
999 years. The lease provides that the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company shall equip, operate and maintain the road and its termi- 
nal property, paying all t9xes that may be levied upon the same 
and a net rental, quarterly, equal to fortv per cent, of the gross 
earnings and receipts, which it is guarranteed shall never be less than 
the interest upon the entire issue of bonds. It further provides, 
in order to insure the permanency of the control of the terminal 
line to. the Northern Pacific, which Company owns a majority of 
the stock, that its entire capital stock shall be deposited with 
the Farmer's Loan and Trust Company of New York, as Trustee, 
with power to the Northern Pacific Railroad Company to vote the 
same for the renewal of the charter, election of Directors and offi- 
cers, and for such other action as may be advisable or necessary for 
the purpose of maintaining the terms and conditions of the exist- 
ing Contract and Lease, until default is made in any of its terms 
by the Northern Pacific Railroad Company. 

The St. Paul and Northern Pacific Company recently sold at par.t 
less a commission, $5,000,000 of its authorized issue of $10,000,000 
of bonds, and has begun the construction of the new track and the 
terminal improvements. 



BETTERMENTS OP THE YEAR. 

CHICAGO & KOBTHWESTBBN — BBTTEEMENT8 IN EQUIPMBNT AND 

TRACK — NEW LINES AND GENERAL ITEMS 

OF CONSTRUCTION. 

The Chicago & Northwestern Railway Co. has done very much in 
the past year for the betterment of its system. The net outlay for 
construction, equipment and new railroads during the year, on 
all lines, was $4^669,833.11. We herewith present some of the im- 
portant items which enfcer into this amount ij 
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EQUIPMENT. 

The equipment added to the road consists of 20 locomotives, 38 
first class passenger cars, 10 second class passencrer cars, 8 baggage 
and express cars, 3 mail cars, 1 officers* car, 38 caboose cars, 3 box 
freight cars, 200 gondola coal cars and 2 pile driving cars. 

The equipment has been fully maintained and is in excellent 
order at the close of the year, and in respect to passenger service 
has been greatly enlarged and improved. Contracts have been 
made for a large number of freight cars, which will be added in 
time for the fall traffic. 

MAINTENANCE OF BOADWAT AND TBAOK. 

The materials used for the track renewals and repairs for the year 
were 11,154^ tons of steel rails, 39^ tons re-rolled iron rails, 

and the quantity of 36,362 iron and steel rails repaired and relaid 
in the track; the number of cross-ties used was 758.244; number of 
standard splice bars, 25,038 ; of angle bars, 133,115 ; of nut locks, 
880,957 ; kegs of spikes, 6,421 ; kegs of track-bolts, 2,695, and 111 
switches. The expenditure for these itetns amounted to $1,325,- 
816.13, including the sum oi $242,227.40 for ballasting track, rais- 
ing grades, and enlarging and deepening ditches. The whole sum 
expended for maintenance and charged to operating for materials 
and labor upon track, bridges, roadway, road-fences, crossings, etc., 
for the year was $8,952,347.68. 

Steel Bail Track. — The amount of track on the old and new 
lines laid with steel, on the 31st of May, 1883, was 2,783.17 miles, 
or 77.65 per cent, of the whole. The increase in steel track during 
the ye*r was 375.45 miles. 

IMPBOYEMENTS ON WINONA & ST. ?ET£B DIVISION. 

Near Stockton, a trestle bridge 752 feet in length and 40 feet 
high was replaced by a double 32 feet arch and filling; two iron 
spans of 55 feet each on stone abutments and pier replaced, trestle 
bridge 736 feet long and 55 feet high, and the balance of the bridge 
is being permanently filled up; a 32 feet arch and filling also re- 
place a trestle bridge 223 feet long and 39 feet high. 

The rebuilding of the machine shop and engine house at Winona, 
which were burned out in April last, is in progress. 

At the crossing of the Minnesota River, near New Ulm, the 
trestle approach was rebuilt and a stone abutment put in. West 
of Sleepy Eye, the trestle work was renewed and two spans of 72 
feet each of Uowe truss bridge erected. 
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The trestle bridge near Walnut Grove, 646 feet long, was re> 
newed, and the bridge at Amiret, which was 1,357 feet in length 
and 75 feet high, is being replaced by one span of Howe truss 88 
feet long resting on trestle piers on stone foundations, and with 
200 feet of new trestle work and permanent filling. The bridge 
over the Redwood, near Marshall, was replaced by two spans of 
72 feet each and new piling. 

Two new depots were erected on this division, one at Altamoni 
and one at Meriden. 

C0N8TBUCTI0K. 

The increasing business of the company, extending over a wide 
extent of country, has required additional facilities for the storage 
and movement of trains, and for local and terminal facilities. The 

large amount of 67 52so miles of additional side tracks were con* 
structed during the year, at an expense of $442,538.63; the ob- 
taining of right of way and enlarged yard facilities cost, $86,191.96; 
new station buildings, depots, shops, engine houses, coal houses, 
water stations, stock yards and miscellaneous structures amounted 
to $204,523,15 ;the sum of $24,809.47 was spent on the second muin 
track between Cly bourn Place and Evanston; $11,449.47 on West 
Chicago shops; $4,166.66 paid for account of Union Elevator at 
Council Bluflfs; $105,769.77 for construction of fences, road cross- 
ings, signs and yards; $227,612.89 for construction of permanent 
bridges, culverts and masonry; $96,535.28 for grading, ballasting 
and ditching new work, and the further sum of $96,171.39 for 
engine and car service, engineering, telegraph lines, and for other 
sundry items of construction, all of which amounted, in the aggre- 
gate, to $1,299,758.67. 

Besides this class of construction expenditures, there was paid 
the further sum of $3,560,295.48 for the construction and extension 
of lines. 

The amount of new railroad constructed and added to the com- 
pany's system during the year was 306.54 miles. 

CHICAGO, ST. PAUL, MINNEAPOLIS AND OMAHA. 

The C. St. P. M, & 0. Ry. Co. has done much in the way 'of im* 
proving and bettering its system during the year. Bridges have 
been rebuilt, additional yard facilities secured, new shops and 
other valuable buildings put up, track raised with new alignments^ 
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fee., and the property of the company generally has been very 
maeh improved. $1,005,655.95 was expended daring the year for 
additional equipment, as follows :

A second track was graded and laid on the eastern division from 
East St. Paul to Post^s, from Midvale to Oakdale, and from Elm to 
Stillwater Junction, a total of 8 miles. The grade of the track 
near Oakdale was raised for a distance of 13,000 feet from a vary- 
ing grade of from 60 to 100 feet, to a uniform grade of 35 feet per 
mile, involving the movement of 140,000 yards of earth. This 
greatly improves the appearance and value of the track. A very 
large amount of track work was done on the St. Paul and Sioux 
City Divisions and branches, in the way of ditching, ballasting 
and filling small trestle bridges, and this division of the road is now 
in very good condition. Additional ground was purchased in west 
Minneapolis at a cost of $62,277.35, and the capacity and working 
convenience of the yard greatly increased. At East Minneapolis 
forty acres of ground was purchased for $20,000 and over three 
miles of track laid. The station grounds at Sioux Cit}^ being 
unfavorably situated for local business; and, becoming inadequate 
to increasing demands, the purchase was made of additional 
grounds in a suitable locality, which have been graded and 
partially occupied with tracks. There was also acquired consider- 
able additional ground on the banks of the Missouri river at Sioux 
City, made necessary by the frequent change of the transfer land- 
ing caused by action of water. 

An overhead bridge was built at East St Paul Junction, extend- 
ing over the tracks of the St. P., M. & M. railway and of this com- 
pany, connecting Westminster street with the freight yard at that 
point, affording convenient access for business purposes. The cost 
of theijtructure was apportioncKl between the two* companies. 

In addition to these two important structures, 99 pile and trestle 
bridges, aggregating 3,681 lineal feet) were renewed. 
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On the St. Paul division, 31 pile and trestle bridges, aggregating 
966 lineal feet^ were renewed, and 1 wooden truss, 48 feet span, 
across Le Sueur creek. 

41 pile and trestle bridges, aggregating 769 lineal feet, were 
renewed, and 710 cubic yards of masonry laid in piers for two spans 
of iron bridge; one of 157 and one of 100 feet across the Des 
Moines river, at Windotn.'*' Several bridges on this division were

replaced by stone culverts and filled with earth. 

The St. Paul shops were opened for operation in January, and 
the following additions made during the year: 

Brick store room, 60x150, 2 stories; brick paint house, 20x24; 
wood shed, 56x144. 

Hamilton — Water tank, 16x24. 

Kasota — Wooden engine house, with stone foundation and pits, 
2 stalls and turn table. 

Elmore — Cottage and engine house, wood, 2 stalls. 

Winnebago — Water tank, 16x24, and well. 

New buildings were erected as follows: 

Salem — Wooden engine house, 1 stall. 

Sioux Falls — Coal shed, 18x183. 

Sibley — Station building rebuilt, 24x86. 

Lemars — Coal shed, 18x312; water tank, 16x24. 

Sioux City — Coal shed, 18x252. 

New track scales were put in during the year at Altoona, Still- 
water, East Henderson, Le Sueur, Mankato, St. James, Winne- 
bago City, Sheldon, Valley Springs and Sioux City. 

The company has added 22.18 miles of side track during the 
year, at a cost of $102,350.13. 

CHICAGO, MILWAUKEE ST. PAUL. 

This company has made decided improvements in the past year, 
the general condition of its property being greatly strengthened. 
After a partial examination of their lines we have reached the 
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conclusion that the road was never in as good condition as it is 
now. The extraordinary amount of $4,978,286.17 has been expend-^ 
ed for betterments and improvement daring the year as follows:

MINNEAPOLIS & ST. LOUIS KAILWAY. 

The following is a resume of work done during the year ending 
June 30th, 1883, on account of betterments and improvement : 

Pacific Extension completed to Morton. In buildings, water 
works, sidings, balasting, &c., some $200,000 was expended. 

The improvement of main line between Minneapolis and Albert 
Lea, continued. Nearly 6,400 tons 56-lb steel rails were laid, and 
over $400,000 expended. 
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Lake Park Line, one and ooe-half miles long, from Excelsior to 
Lake Park Hotels was built and equipped. 

New shops and grounds at Cedar Lake, were nearly completed, 
over $500,000 being expended in this work and for machinery for 
same. 

About six miles of new siding and passing tracks were built, 
mostly on the line between Minneapoli&l and Albert Lea. The re- 
arranging and improvement of yards in Minneapolis, were pushed 
forward, new sidings, &c., being laid, involving an expense of $35,- 
000, and nearly doubling the facilities for handling business. In 
addition to all of this work, was the completion of the South West 
Extension and improvements made on 2nd and 3rd divisions, 
which, however, mostly belong to the State of Iowa. 

KORTHEBN PACIFIC BAILBOAD— BETXEBICENTS IN BQUIPKBNtd AND 

' TRACK. 

We gather from President Yillard^s report many important facts 
which we here present in a consolidated form : 

The large increase in the mileage of road operated, resulting 
from the extension of the main line and branches during: the year 
required a large increase in equipment to meet the demands for 
local traffic. Within the year 131 locomotives were purchased, 71 
passenger, express, bagg^age and sleeping cars, 2,395 box, caboose, 
refrigerator, stock, flat and coal cars, &c., at a cost of $1,604,916.37. 

XMPBOYEMENTS AND BETTERMENTS. 

The total expenditure under this head during the fiscal year 
was $2,013,966.61. 

By reference to the tables appended, it will be seen that a large 
item in this account is for replacing with steel the iron rails on 
the older divisions of the road, which has been done in pursuance 
of the policy of the management to bring all portions of the main 
line up to a high standard of efficiency. The mileage of track 
relaid with steel during the year was as follows :

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In addition, tweaty-eight miles of side track were bailt, fifty- 
three and one-half miles of road ballasted, 153 bridges and twenty- 
seven buildings rebuilt, eighteen buildings enlarged and eight new 
stock yards constructed. 

The expenditures at Tacoma for coal bunkers, shops, wharf and 
other improvements amounted to $237,550.92. 

A freshet of unusual magnitude occurred on the Pend d^Oreille 
Division last winter, which damaged 41 miles of the line to such 
an extent that much of the road-bed had to be rebuilt. The cost 
of this work was $123,372.91. The new construction is of such a 
character, that no further trouble from washouts is apprehended.

' ST. PAUL, MINNEAPOLIS & MANITOBA — BETTERMENTS IN EQUIPMENTS 

AND TRACK — NEW LINES — TONNAGE— REDUCTION IN 

FREIGHT TARIFF AND GENERAL ITEMS. 

The Manitoba has evinced a wise policy as to its improve- 
ments, extensions and betterments. A careful personal in- 
spection of the line has been made, with results very 
satisfactory to the public service. The betterments 
have been of a very marked character. In four years, the lines 
within the state may be said to have been almost rebuilt. Eighty 
thousand tons of steel rails have been laid in place of iron ones. 
The ditches have all been widened, well sloped and deepened, and 
are Uniform in this particular through all the lines. The road-bed 
has been raised above the influences of water, and ballasting 
completed. Important improvements in alignments and grade 
have been made, as at the cut-off between Cedar Lake and Wayzata, 
at Pomme de Terre and at St. Vincent. Very commodious switch- 
ing yards, diagonal in character, have been erected at Brecken- 
ridge, Barnesville, Crookston, Fergus Falls, St. Cloud and St. Vin- 
cent. Most of these have a working capacity of 600 cars. The 
station houses have been improved, and new ones, as at Barnes- 
ville, not only accommodate the public, but exhibit good taste as 
well. The telegraph has been wholly renewed within three years. 
Sixty miles of fencing has been done the past year. 

A very wise policy as to bridges has been adopted. Over-head 
or under-track bridges have been erected at all city crossings. 
Within a very recent period, all things considered, the lines of this 
road within Minnesota have been improved very much and would 
indicate a general physical condition and capacity to do fifty per 
cent, more business. 

The construction of the double-track viaduct spanning the Mis- 
sissippi river at Minneapolis, under the auspices of this company 
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is one of the most important improyements of the year. A com- 
plete description of it will be found under the head of new enter- 
prises. 

We herewith present from President Hilfs report of June 30th, 
1883, a more detailed statement covering all the betterments in 
equipment and track of the system, together with an account of all 
purchases of railways made and incorporated as branches of the 
Manitoba, and including a general statement of freight and gen- 
eral business done with other matters of great importance con- 
nected with the road for the year. 

During the year ninety -two engines have had complete general 
repairs and the motive power of the company is now in excellent 
condition. 

Of the passeug^er equipment, during the year forty-six cars have 
had thorough repairs, sixteen cars have been rebuilt, and thirteen 
cars have been remodeled. 

In the freight equipment^ forty-two cabooses have had heavy 
repairs ; twenty h^ve been thoroughly overhauled, and two have 
been entirely rebuilt. 

Of the freight cars, six hundred and fifty-six have had heavy 
repairs, and forty- five have been rebuilt. 

There has also been built at the company's shops, one tool car 
and one derrick car. 

The double track to accommodate the buisness of the Brecken- 
ridge division, and give proper facilities for handling the increasing 
summer travel to Lake Miunetouka, between Minneapolis and Hotel 
La Fayette, referred to in the last annual report, ha» been under 
construction during the winter and spring, and was completed and 
put in operation in July, 1833. The saving in distance and time, 
with the improvement in grade aud alignment, and the relief it 
gives to the. over-crowded yards at Minneapolis, fully justiy the 
expenditure made in this direction. 

The replacement of iron with steel has been continued during 
the year just closed. This work between St. Paul and St. Vincent 
was completed last spring;, and the main line of the company on 
the west side of the Red River, and the line from Minneapolis to St. 
Cloud on the west side of the Mississippi River, will also be fully 
laid with steel before the close of the present season. 

The construction of commodious switching yards at St. Vincent, 
Brirnesville and St. Gloui, has been completed upon plans that per- 
mit the handling of business at terminal or division points promptly 
and at minimum expense. These three yards contain about twenty- 
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three miles of sidiag, and are thought to be as well arranged as 
any in the country. 

The shops at St. Paul were completed and occupied in Decem- 
ber, 1882. The main buildings erected during the past year are 
all of stone, and cover over two and one-half acres, the expendi- 
tures for which, to date, for land, improvements and machinery^ 
amount to nearly half a million dollars. 

Great economy has already been experienced in the use of the 
new shop facilities, with their improv^ed and labor-saving machinery, 
and it is thought the expenditure made in this direction will be 
sufBcient for some time to come. 

The old shops are in process of removal, which will give the 
company a large amount of yard room. The work of straighten- 
ing the line out of St. Paul, and securing easier grades over a por- 
tion of the ground so abandoned, is progressing as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 

During the year, new passenger depots have been erected at St. 
Cloud, Fergus Falls, and Grookston. Depots have also been erected 
at Becker, Reynolds, East Grand Forks, Waverly, Clififord, Long 
Prairie, St. Thomas, Hamilton, Bathgate, Neche, Niagara and 
Michigan City. 

A fifteen-stall engine house has been erected at St. Cloud, and 
one of like capacity at Barnesville, with the necessary turn-tables, 
coal sheds,etc. 

Engine houses have also been erected at Pelican Rapids, Brow- 
erville and Hope. 

The capacity of the engine house at Crookston has been in- 
creased five stalls ; at Willmar, six stalls, and at Grand Forks, five 
stalls. 

Seventeen pump-houses with the necessary tanks and fixtures for 
first-class water stations have been erected on the line during the 
past year. 

The line from Larimore west was completed a distance of 40 
miles in December, 1882, and the extension to DeviFs Lake under- 
taken this spring, and completed so that regular trains were put oh 
July 4th. 

The line from St. Cloud to Hinckley, on the St. Paul & Duluth 
Railroad, is completed, and has been in operation since December 
4th, 1882. This line has been laid entirely with steel rails and well 
ballasted, and gives the company a direct line to Duluth. The 
business, both local and through has been very large since the line 
was opened, and its importance in enabling us to handle coal and 
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other heavy commodifcies from the lakes to our lines, will be 
apparent. 

Under the contract with the Minneapolis & North- Western 
Railway that line has been completed to St. Cloud and trains be* 
gan running over the entire line December 17th, 1882. It is the 
intention at an early day to run the through passenger trains 
over this line and avoid the present inconvenient method of get- 
ting in and out of Minneapolis with the Fergus Falls Division 
trains. 

Track was extended from Grafton north to the boundary line, 
and trains commenced running September 24th, 1882, giving a 
•second line between St. Paul and Winnipeg, It is also the intention 
to run through passenger trains over this line in the near future. 

The purchase from the Northern Pacific of the Casselton Branch 
Rail way made it necessary to construct a connection between that 
branch and the Breckenridge extension system, which was done by 
building a line from Everest to Casselton, three miles. This was 
completed so that branch was put in operation by this company 
December 11th, 1882. 

The Red River and Lake of the Woods Railway to St. Hilaire, 
graded in 1882, was ironed this spring, and the line put in opera- 
tion July 1st, 1883. This branch extends beyond the limit of the 
company^s land grant, into a section of government land that is 
rapidly being taken up by actual settlers, and it is thought will 
afford a very satisfactory business to the main system of railway. 

The Sauk Ceatre Northern Railway was completed, and put in 
operation to Browerville, a distance of twenty-five and three-fourths 
miles, November 27th, 1882, making available the large purchase 
of timber land, and has secured for many years a supply of oak 
lumber and ties at prices much lower than would have been other- 
wise obtainable. 

The total miles constructed will be found in the table showing 
mileage of road operated. 

The tonnage of freight transported one mile during the year 
was 341,539,997 tons, as compared with 189,862,911 tons for the 
year previous. 

A general reduction has been made in the freight tariff during 
the past year, and the average rate per ton per mile has decreased 
from 2.51 cents, the average for the year ending June 30th, 1882, 
to 1.95 cents for the year ending June 30th, 1883, which it is 
claimed by comparison will be found lower than that of other lines 
imilarly situated. The extent of this reduction is indicated by 
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the fact that the tonnage transported during the past year at the 
average rate per ton received during the preceding year, would 
have yielded an increased revenue of $1,912,62K.98,

By the operation of the company^s mine at Angus it has been 
able to purchase coal for locomotives at a much lower rate than 
would otherwise have been secured. There have been obtained from 
this source during the year about one hundred and thirty thousand i 
tons. 

During the past year an agreement was made between this com- 
pany and the Northern Pacific Railroad Co. by which some of the 
new east and west lines in process of construction by this company 
were exchanged for north and south lines that had been built by 
the Northern Pacific. Such an adjustment of existing differences 
was also had, as will prevent disastrous competition between the 
respective lines. The desirability of this exchange has been fully 
justified by the harmony that has since existed in conducting 
business between the two roads and prevented the construction of 
unnecessary lines by either party into the territory of the other. 

In accordance with the resolution of the Board of Directors of 
April 12th, 1883, this company has acquired title to the Minne- 
apolis & St. Cloud Railway, Minneapolis & North- Western Rail- 
way, and the Sauk Centre Northern Railway, the money for the 
construction of these lines having already been advanced by this 
company. Title has also been acquired to the Castleton Branch 
Railway and the Pelican Valley Branch, which were purchased 
from the Northern Pacific Railroad. 

All of these lines are now consolidated with the St. Paul, Minr 
neapolis and Manitoba Railway. 

Land Grant Bonds to the amount of seven hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars ($750,000.00) have been redeemed and cancelled 
during the year from proceeds of land sales, under the terms of the 
mortgage, and a list of bonds so cancelled will be found in the re- 
port. 

The Board of Directors on the 12th of April, last, authorized the 
stockholders to purchase the new consolidated mortgage bonds of 
the company to the amount of fifty per cent, of their holdings at 
ten per cent, of their par value; which privilege the stockholders 
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have availed themselves of. This action was deemed by the board, 
wise, and for the best interest of the company, in view of the fact 
that new properties and lines of railroad had been acquired, the 
ralue of which had been added to the property, and fairly belonged 
to the stockholders, and ought properly to be represented in the 
basis of the fixed charges of the company. Some important ques- 
tions arise out of this action which will be fully presented by the 
Commissioner in his next report. 

The business of the company during July, August and Septem- 
ber, 1882, showed an increase of one hundred per cent, over the 
same months of the year previous, while the business of the entire 
year just closed showed a gain of thirty-eight per cent, over the 
previous year. The enormous gain for the first three months was 
largely due to the transportation of rails, track material, timber, 
etc., for the Canadian Pacific Railway, the construction of which 
was being rapidly pushed, and a large amount of material was ac- 
cumulated by that Company for this year's work. The opening of 
the "Thunder Bay Branch'^ of the Canadian Pacific Railway has 
taken a considerable amount of the freight traffic going to Mani- 
toba via Lake Superior, which has hitherto gone via Duluth and 
our lines. Notwithstanding the large amount of Railway ma- 
terial carried last season, and the opening of the Thunder Bay 
branch of the Canadian Pacific Railway, the earnings from the 
first of January, 1883, to the first of August, 1883, show an increase 
of $40,980.56 over the corresponding months of last year. 

HEW ENTERPRISES. 

There are a number of new railway enterprises actually under 
way, or such as this office has been iuformed will early be placed 
under contract, which deserve mention in the annals of the rail- 
waj' year. The stringency of the market for railway securities, by 
reason of the long continued downward tendency of stocks, may 
prevent the building of some of those mentioned. Others having 
been begun, to preserve investments already made, will doubtless 
be continued. 

THE MIKNEAPOLIS UNION RAILWAY VIADUCT. 

One of the finest stone viaducts in the world is that of the 
Minneapolis Union Railway Company, but recently completed 
under the auspices of the Manitoba Railway Company. It is con- 
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stracted for a thousand years, and with its massive masonry and 
lofty arches recalls the solidity of the work of Roman antiquity. 
Its total length is 2,100 feet, and consists of 23 massive arches, of 
which four are 100 feet span, 16 are 80 feet span, and 3 are 40 feet 
span. Its total height is 82 feet ; its height above the water, 65 feet. 
It has a width of 28 feet, with a double track. It contains 48,854 
cubic yards of masonry. The stone, which is of a splendid quality, 
was all supplied from Minnesota quarries, mostly from the noted 
ones near Mankato. It was begun February- 1882 and com- 
pleted November, 1883. The cost of the bridge and its approaches 
has amounted to about $1,500,000. It is located just below the 
Falls of St. Anthony. Trains can pass over it at any speed. It 
crosses the Mississippi river with a curve so inflected that the 
appearance of the structure with its commanding views is of the 
most noble character. It will be used in common by all our Min- 
nesota systems of railways. It will be in use duriag the summer of 
1884. The Manitoba company have the proprietary interest ; the 
others a trackage right. 

THE BURLINGTON, CEDAR RAPIDS AND NORTHERN, 

The B. C. R. & N. Ry., having increased its capital stock from six 
millions to eighteen millions of dollars, will continue its line, already 
built along the northern tier of counties in Iowa, which at pre- 
sent terminates at Worthington in Nobles county, and build from 
this latter place to Ord way, Dakota, and quite probably to Bismarck. 
It is under the auspices of the Rock Island. It will pass through 
Pipestone county into Dakota territory. 

AUSTIN, MANKATO & ST. CLOUD. 

A re-organization of this company was effected on the 12th of 
June, 1883, under the auspices of the Internal Improvement Con- 
struction Co., of North America, an organization having its head- 
quarters in the city of New York. The proposed line extends 
from St. Cloud, by way of Litchfield, Hutchinson, Mankato, and 
Austin, to a point on the state line near Mona. The line is about 
190 miles in length. It has a valuable swamp land grant of four 
sections to the mile, from St. Cloud to the crossing of the South- 
ern Minnesota Railroad. The construction of this line was con- 
tracted for by the former Board of Directors with the above men- 
tioned Construction Co., and work on that portion lying north of 
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Mankato would have been commenced but for the unexpectep 
stringeucy of the market for railway securities. This office is now 
informed that work will be resumed early in the spring. It has 
secured a bonus of about $1,000 to the mile.

THE DULX7TH AKD IBON BAKGE RAILROAD OOHPAlTr. 

The termini of this Railroad are, respectively, the Tillage of D ni- 
nth and the town of Tower, in section 32 of township 62, range 15 
west of the 4th principal meridian. Its total length is about 98 
miles. It is now under construction from the town of Two Har- 
bors, in section 1 of township 52, range 11 west, to the said town 
of Tower, a distance of about 72 miles. About 12 miles have 
been constructed; namely from said Two Harbors to or near a point 
in section 6 of township 54, range II west. It is expected that the 
portion of the road from Two Harbors to said town of Tower will 
be finished by the first of August, 1884. And the division of the 
road, which extends from Two Harbors to Duluth, will be com- 
pleted soon thereafter. The officers are as follows :

The general offices of the Duluth and Iron Range Rail Road 
Company are at Duluth. The office of the Vice-President 
and Treasurer is at No. 11 Gilfillan Block, Saint Paul. 

FARGO SOUTHERN. 

The Fargo Southern is a road designed to run from Fargo south- 
erly to Ortonville, Minnesota, there to connect with the H. & D. 
branch of the Milwaukee system. Ten miles from Ortonville 
north have been built and track laid, and seventeen miles from 
Fargo south. Difficulties arising with the Manitoba line retarded 
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work for the winter, bat President Sargent assures us that it will 
be pushed with vigor early in the spring, and possibly completed 
by the first of July, 1881. This road in Minnesota is organized 
under the name of the Fargo & St. Louis Air Line Railroad Com* 
pany, which in due time will be consolidated with the Fargo 
Southern. 

GRAND MARAIS AND VERMILLION. 

This proposed line, extends from Grand Marais, in Cook county» 
northerly and westerly, through Cook and Lake counties to a 
point on Vermillion river. The object is to^ reach the vast iron 
deposits abounding in that vicinity. There is a reasonable pros- 
pect of construction bes:inning next season. 

MINNEAPOLIS SAULT STB MARIE AND ATLANTIC. 

This is a proposed line of railway, from Minneapolis and St. 
Paul to the Sault Ste Marie, the eastern outlet of Lake Superior, 
there to connect with the Omaha and Pacific, or some other road 
extending to the Atlantic. The distance from Minneapolis to the 
Sault, is about 425 miles. The capital stock is $ 12,000,000. There 
is a reasonable prospect for the construction of this important line. 

This system of roads if built, would make the shortest railway 
route from Minnesota to the seaboard. The line at present is being 
surveyed. 

THE WINONA, ALMA AND NORTHERN. 

This road was incorporated Sept. 4th. The projected line ex- 
tends from Winona to Alma and thence to Menominee and will 
be about 125 miles long. This is a link in a chain of roads by 
which some new system from the south proposes to reach St. Paul. 
This if completed, will introduce a new and powerful railway into 
the existing systems of Minnesota. 

TAXATION OF RAILWAY LANDS. 

There has bean no special change in the status of lands belong- 
ing to railways, in the matter of taxation, since the publication of 
the last report. The test suits which were brought in the Henne- 
pin County Court against the St. Paul & Sioux City and St. Paul 
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& Ghi2aa^o railways, ia response to fche actioa of the special legis- 
lative committee on the taxation of r^lway lands, in 1881, have 
not yet been tried. These cases were passed in the Hennepin Co. 
Court at the October term, 1883, for the reason that the state was 
not ready for trial, because of the absence of sufficient evidence^ 
in the opinion of the Attorney General, on which to warrant pro* 
ceedings at present. Besides the Hennepin county cases, there is 
one in Nobles county, to be tried before Judge Severance ; one in 
Renville county to be tried before Judge Webber, and one in 
Chippewa County before Judge Brown. These cases were brought 
by placing tracts of railroad lands on the tax list, with a view to 
make test cases, and an answer was put in by the companies in the 
tax proceedings, claiming exemption. The points involved in 
these cases embrace all phases in the taxation of rail way lands. Aud 
as they are to be tried before diflfierent judges, of noted ability^ 
under the direction of the Attorney General, it is probable we 
shall, within the year reach a solution of the question of taxation 
of railway lands. 

It is to be regretted that these test suits have not been reached 
and a decision rendered, as it is believed by many that the railway 
companies are evading; taxation, and in many parts of the state 
the tracts held by the companies are so numerous as to result in 
grent burthens of taxation upon the holdings of private parties. 

It would have been the part of wisdom if, in the original grant 
of all such lands, there had been a provi^^i^ limiting the time for 
which they could be held exempt, say a term of twenty years. 
This would have compelled, or induced the companies to have 
found some way of parting with these lands to settlers, so that all 
lands, would at some limited period, have been brought to bear 
their equitable proportion of the public burthens. 

In this connection we introduce the letter of the Hon. E. F. 
Drake, Vice President of the company, and now directly in charge 
and supervision of the lands of that company. He presents the 
views of his corporation as to their rights in the premises. The high 
character of the writer will commend this explanation of the cor- 
poration as the best which can be made from their standpoint. 
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St. Paul, December 7tb, 1883. 
Hon. J. ff. Baker ^ State Builroad Commissioner: 

In a recent conversation you informed me, that in several coun- 
ties on the line of the Saint Paul & Sioux City Railroad you were 
under the necessity and duty of replying to letters on the subject 
of taxation of the lands of this company, and that you would be 
pleased to have my views as an ofiScer of the company on the sub- 
ject. For twenty years, under legislation beginning with the ter- 
ritory, by a solemn contract of the territory and state with this 
company, a percentage on the gross earnings of the company was 
to be paid the state in lieu of all taxes and assessments on their 
land grant. This company had the benefit and the burthen of 
that legislation and has ever performed punctually and truly its 
duty as required by law. The constitutionality and validity of 
the contract of the state with this, and similar companies hdve been 
repeatedly affirmed'by the inferior courts, and on several occasions 
by the Supreme Court, and are now beyond question the settled law 
of the State. You are familiar with the legislative acts referred 
to, which any one interested may find in laws of Minnesota of 
1857, 1864 and 1865, and by reference to reported decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the State. It seems to me, that, admitting the 
above facts, there is nothing about which there can be any contro- 
versy, unless the Saint Paul & Sioux City Railroad Company has, 
in the language of the act of 1857 and 1864" sold ajid conveyed the 
lands," or in the language of the act of 1865, ''contracted the sale of 
them." It is for those, who claim that the lands should be taxed to 
show some change in the status of the lands depriving the company 
of the benefit of exemption of its lands, while it regularly pays into 
the State Treasury large sums of money in performance of its part 
of the contract. I am aware that it is said by some, that the Rail- 
road Company is no longer owner of the lands in question ; but that 
rests on mere assertion, unsustained by a single fact. The title of 
the lands rest on deeds made to the companv at various times by 
the state. It is true that the company, as authorized by law, has 
at various times issued preferred and special stock, secured by a 
mortgage on the lands, several issues of which have been redeemed 
and the mortgas:e released, and but two classes of special stock are 
outstanding. The holders of these stocks are in most cases men 
who originally advanced the money to build the Road and who, 
in many cases, for the very stock they hold, for years advanced 
money to pay the taxes to the state on gross earnings, 
when the receipts of the road were insuflBcient to pay the actual 
oost of operation. In our view, the legislature intended to en- 
tourage the building of railroads, by exempting lands from taxa- 
tion, which, when granted to companies, were unsalable, and 
which, being unsettled and unimproved, could make no revenue to 
the road, as long as the company was the bona fide owner, and in 
return the state was to get the benefit not only ot gross earnings 
continually for all time, constantly increasing, but to get in return 
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taxation of lands, when sold, enhanced in value by the constrac- 
tion of the roads. 

The contract was wisely made as shown by a comparison of the 
amount of taxes collected in districts traversed by roads, and 
others where none have been constructed. 

With several land grant companies of the state, it was ihe 
policy to mortgage the road and lands, and in nearly every 
case the roads and lands have been sold under foreclosure, 
and new parties, and new organizations now own both roada 
and lands, old stockholders having been entirely divested of 
interest by such sale. No serious claim is put forward to tax the 
lands in the hands of the new holders. With this company no such 
sales have been made. The Saint Paul and Sioux City Company, 
to which the state deeded the lands, owns them to-day, subject to 
the mortgage made to secilre advances to pay the debts of the com- 
pany. The act of the legislature authorizing the sale of the St.. 
raul and Sioux City roaS to the Omaha Company expressly de- 
clared that such sale should in no manner aifect the question of 
taxation of the lands. It is clear, therefore, that the original con» 
tract lor exemption is still in force, unimpaired. The St. Paul and 
Sioux City Railroad Co., is the bona fide owner of the lands, subject 
to an incumbrance (such as every land grant company necessarily 
puts on its property) , which may be removed by the company oa 
paying the speciiic lien. 

The people who now clamor for taxation of said road property 
in violation of the faith of the state,forget that the Railroad Company 
has more than paid tor all the exemption accorded it. For years 
it has operated its road at a loss, and paid percentage on grosa 
receipts, whether there were profits or not. The company has spent 
thousands of dollars to induce immigration and have transported 
free during grasshopper years for the pioneer settlers, fuel supplies 
and forest trees. They forget that these expenditures have en- 
hanced threefold the value ot state, school, agricultural and swamp 
lands of the state. On the other hand the original stockholder 
in the company has not, and can never realize for money invested 
in the stock of the road, directly or indirectly, the principal and 
simple interest on his investment. It is generally believed that large 
fortunes lave been made from the profits of land grants to the rail- 
roads. As before stated no stockholder in this company has or 
ever can receive from his investment principal and even simple in- 
terest, while the farmer and owner of village and city property 
has been benefited in the rise of his property by the construction 
of the road Irom one hundred to five hundred, and in some cases 
thousand per cent, advance.

St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 2, 1883. 

Hon. Burton Hanson^ AssH. Solicitor C, M, & St. P. By. Co.: 

Dear Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your 
favor of the 1st ult., calling my attention to the application of the 
Land Commissioner of your company made to the State Auditor to 
cancel the taxes on certain lands mentioned in said application. 
The facts on which such petition is based are, as stated by you, 
that the ''Southern Minnesota Railroad Company acquired these 
lands among others under a certain grant to it; that after the 
said company had so acquired them it disposed of same bv land 
contracts and some by deed, taking back a mortgage for the unpaid 
balance of the purchase money; that some of the lands convt-yed 
by deed, and on which there was a mortgas:e taken back, the com- 
pany afterwards acquired by foreclosure of the mortgaares" and 
the question to be decided is, "'whether or not after the company 
has again acquired the title to these lands they are subject to tax- 
ation while in the possession of the company." 

In considering this question in so tar as it affects the present ap- 
plication to the State Auditor to cancel the taxes and tax sales 
referred to, it is necessary to ascertain the extent i»f that ofiScer^s 
authority in this direction. 

And in the first place, it has been held by this oflBce by my pre- 
decessors, and 1 have no doubt correctly, that the State Auditor 
has only such powers in a matter of this kiad as the statutes ex- 
pressly give him. The only authority he has is given by section 
97, of Gen. Tax laws, 1881. This section limits his right to act in 
cases (among others, where "lands have been sold for taxes, the title 
to which at the time such tax was leded thereon was in , . . 
any railroad company, and not subject to taxation^ The authority 
thus conferred being special and statutory he *has no right, 
as it seems to me, to consider any supposed equities which may 
exist in favor of the company, but is to decide the question as 
one of the strict law, and if he has any doubt upon the question 
give the state the benefit of such doubt, and thus refer the matter 
to the courts for a final determination. 

The exemption from taxation of the lands granted to the 
Southern Minnesota Railroad was only to continue until the 
£>ame were sold and conveyed. When sold and conveyed, there- 
fore, the exemption ipso facto ceased and they at once became lia- 
ble to taxation the same as other lands, and, if now exempt it 
must be by virtue of some other clause of the charter. It appeared 
and is admitted that they were both sold and conveyed long prior 
to the time when the taxes in question were assessed. By the 
strict letter of the law therefore, these lands were '' subject to taxa- 
tion'^ and as there is no presumption in favor of their immunity, 
and as every reasonable doubt should be resolved against it, and as 
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such an exemption is never permitted to be exteniei either in scope 
or duration bt- yoiid what the terms of the concession clearly re- 
quire, it seems to me clear that the lands in controversy were at 
the time the taxes thereon were levied and still are subject to taxa- 
tion. 

I am consequently compelled to advise the State Auditor that he 
has no authority to grant the request prayed for in the petition of 
your company. 1 reter you to 22 Wall. 575 and 93 U. S. 597.

GENERAL REMARKS AND HISTORY OP YOUR COMPANY. 



The original Northern Pacific Railroad Company was chartered by act of congress 
July 2. 1861, and by Joint resolution of May 31, 1870, was authorized to issue its bonds, 
and secure the same by mortgage on all its property, rights, and franchises, including 
the franchise to be a corporation. Some tliirty million ($30,000,000) of bonds were is- 
sued. January l, 1874, the company made default in the payment of interest, and ^he 
said default continuing on the 16tn of April. 1875 the trustees and certain bondholders 
commenced proceedings to foreclose. A committee of the bondholders, under a plan 
of reorganization, became the purchasers of its railroad, and ail property, and fran- 
chise, mortgaged for the beiinHc of ail tne biudiiolders who stiould assent to said plan, 
and exchange their bonds for preferred stock in c he reorganization . Tne reorganiza- 
tion was perfected September 29, 1875.

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STANDARD RAILROAD TIME EXPLAINED. 



Minnesota's rblations to it. 



The importance of uniformity in standards of time throughout 
the country has been so obvious that, for several years past, 
scientific and other societies have pressed the question strongly, 
till at last the railway and transportation companies, fully impres- 
sed with the necessity of uniformity in time, as the rapidity of tra- 
vel made local time a constantly changing criterion, have, through 
the action of conventions of railway officials, adopted the new stan- 
dards. As railways now so generally control the operations of busi- 
ness and business men, local time'has been abandoned, and all time 
made to conform to the new standards on the principle adopted. 
The greatest discrepancy between local and new standard time can 
be but about thirty minutes. Each standard varies from the adja- 
cent standards, by the readily-calculated difference of an even hour. 
All our roads in Minnesota henceforth run by the ninetieth meri- 
dian time called Central Time. To more fully explain the princi- 
ple ot the new standard time, we give the following : 

The time in which the earth revolves upon its axis, is by common 
consent, divided into twenty-four equal parts ; hence twenty-four 
hours make one day and night. Fo» the same reason and for con- 
venience in measuring distances, the distance around the earth 
from east to west has been divided into three hundred and sixty 
parts, called degrees of longitude. Therefore, the surface of the 
earth travels as many (degrees in one hour as twenty-four is con- 
tained times in three hundred and sixty, or fifteen, from which we 
see there is a difference of one hour actual time between each succed- 
ing degrees of longitude around the eartb; faster going east; 
slower going west. 

The railroad officials of this continent decided to adopt as their 
standard of regulation, the time of the Royal Observatory, Green- 
wich, England ; and adopting that for the prime meridian to make 
the railroad time one hour slower for every fifteen des:rees or major 
fraction thereof, west of said meridian ; hence the 60th degree of 
longitude is four hours, the 75kh five hours, the 90th, six hours, the 
105th, seven hours, and the 120th, eight hours slower than Green- 
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wich time, making five different standards between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific oceans viz. : Intercolonial, Eastern, Central, Moun- 
tain and Pacific. 

On and after November 18fch> 1883, the railroads expect the time- 
pieces of the people to conform to, and be regulated by ^^Standard 
Railroad Time.'' How this will differ from " sun time" of differ- 
ent cities may be seen from the following table :

THE RESULT OP THE SUIT AGAISTST THE K. P. R. R. 00. BY THE STATE 

FOR COLLECTION OF GROSS EARNIKGS TAX. 

The Northern Pacific Railroad Company, as is well known, runs 
ifcs trains over the track of the Manitoba Company from Sauk 
Rapids to Minneapolis and Saint Paul, and has since the date of 
agreement between the companies conferring the right on the 
Northern Pacific to so use the track of the Manitoba, in consider- 
ation of the annual payment of $40,000 and a sum proportionate 
to wheelage for repairs. The first ten years of such use of track 
the Northern Pacific Company made due returns of gross earnings 
on this line, and paid the three per centum tax thereon, but alleg- 
ing that it was advised by its attorney that it was not liable there- 
for, declined to pay the tax for the year 1881. After being 
requested to make such payment, a return of gross earnings was 
made, under a protest, to the Railroad Commissioner. 

The Attorney General then commenced a suit in the District 
Court, based on this return, which showed the earnings to be$415,- 
567.68, three per centum of which amounted to $12,467.53 for 
which judgment was asked. The Company demurred to the com- 
plaint, which set forth all the facts, a copy of the returns made, 
and a copy of the agreement between the companies. 

The Court overruled the demurrer. 

The Company then answered, and the case was tried before Brill, 
Judge of the District Court of Ramsey County. The following is 
a brief statement of the points urged in the defense by the counsel 
for the Company:

BRIEF FOR DEFENDANT. 

The state cannot recover in this case for two reasons. 

Firstly: A contract between the state and the defendant was 

entered into in the year 1870, which completely covered the subject 

of taxation of this defendant. 
Secondly. If no such contract had ever existed, this defendant 

would not be liable to pay the tax sought to be enforced, for the 

reason that the statutes under which the tax is claimed do not 

apply to this defendant. 

I. 

The language of section 1, Chap. h5, special laws of 1870, is of the 
most comprehensive character. That language is ^^that the lands, 
'* franchises, property, stock, and capital of the Northern Pacific 
^^ Railroad Company shall be liable to assessment and taxation at 
^Hhe same rate and in the same manner, and not otherwise, and 
^' shall be exempt from assessment and taxation to the same extent 
" and upon the same terms and conditions as the lands, property 
^^ and franchises of the Lake Superior and Mississippi Railroad 
*' Company, as is provided in and by an act entitled an Act in rela- 
" lation to the taxation of lands granted to the Lake Superior and 
*' Mississippi Railroad Company, approved March 3, 1865; Provided, 
"however, that the gross earnings of the said railroad company, on 
*' which a percentage is to be paid to the state, shall include only 
"the earnings of that portion of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
"constructed and operated by the said company within the limits 
"of this state."

When this act was passed the two contracting parties, now liti- 
gants before the court, stood at arms length. The railroad company 
bad not coDstracted its railroad. It was aboat to do so. It was 
about tu disburse immense sums of money in the development of a 
great enterprise that all parties admitted would be of vast benefit 
to the state and to its people. It was anxious before making the 
expenditures contemplated, before placiug the immense amount of 
capital at its disposal within the jurisdiction of the state, to settle 
definitely precisely, and for all time to come, the precise rela- 
tions between itself and the state, concerning the extent to which 
it might be called upon to contribute to the public burden. Can 
any one'believe that either the state or the railroad company, in 
making this solemn compact supposed itself to be covering only a 
part ot the ground? Such a theory is manifestly improbable. 

Whatever contract was made between the state and the com- 
pany, by means of the statutes in question and the acceptance 
thereof, was undoubtedly within the power of the legislature to 
make. 

But even if the contract can be regarded as broader than any 
which the legislature was authorized to conclude at the time of its 
conclusion, the defect was fully remedied by the amendment to the 
statutes ratified Nov. 8, 1871, and published in Young's Edition to 
the Statutes, as Section 32, A, Article 4. 

The contract in question is divisible into two parts, firstly, the 
extent of the exemption; and, secondly, the extent of the tax to 
be paid in consideration thereof. 

In regard to the extent of the exemption, it is important to note 
that what is exempted is not the Northern Pacific Railroad^ and 
the lands, property and franchises appertaining thereto^ but the 
lands, franchises, property and stock of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road Company. It needs no argument to point out the distinction 
between the Northern Pacific Railroad and the things appertain- 
ing thereto, and the Northern Pacific Railroad Company and the 
things belonging to that company. What was to be exempted 
was everything possessed by the company and every right apper- 
taining thereto. 

Nor was it the intention to confine the exemption to such lands, 
franchises, property, stock and capital as belonged to the railroad 
company at the time of the passage of the act. If such had been 
the intention, the contract would have been wholly inoperative or 
nearly so, from want of any subject matter upon which the same 
could act. It is true the company held certain franchises at that 
time and the right to an unearned land grant, but it had no rail- 
road, ss that remained to be created. Therefore the inference is 
inevitable that the contract was to have a future scope and to em- 
brace lands, franchises, property, stock and capital, to be acquired 
in the future, as well as such as already belonged to the company. 

If the Northern Pacific Railroad Company has lawfully trans- 
acted business, by running trains over the Manitoba Railroad, it 
has done so by virtue of some franchise enjoyed by it. Now, one 
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of the things covered by the exemption is franchises; not merely 
those pertaining to the Northern Pacific Railroad, but those be- 
longing to the Northern Pacific Railroad Company. And if this 
business was done by virtue of a franchise, that franchise was one 
of the things expressly and positively exempted from tax by the 
contract. 

The other feature of the contract is the consideration for the 
exemption. The language covering this feature of the contract is 
of the plainest and most unmistakable character. Clearer language 
could not have been selected with the greatest effort. What the 
company is to pay is merely a certain percentage of its earnings 
upon that part of the Northern Pacific Railroad situated within 
this state. 

What railroad was meant by the term "Northern Pacific Rail- 
road?" Clearly no other railroad than that one which the com- 
pany was authorized to construct by the Act of Congress under 
which the company exists. No other railroad has ever been 
known or designated the Northern Pacific Railroad. That rail- 
road begins at Thompson Junction and extends westerly across the 
state. No part of it lies southward of Sauk Rapids. The railroad 
upon which the earnings occurred that are now sought to be 
taxed, formed no part of the Northern Pacific Railroad, that is, 
and when the earnings accrued, was, the Saint Paul, Minneapolis 
and Manitoba Railway. Nobody disputes this fact. Nobody 
claimed it could have been the Northern Pacific Railroad. 

How can it be, therefore, that the railroad company has not 
been exempted from the payment of the tax in dispute by the con- 
tract of 1870? It might be argued that what was in contempla- 
tion between the parties when that contract was made was merely 
the Northern Pacific Railroad and the property and franchises 
pertaining thereto; but there is no ground for this assumption. The 
act of congress incorporating this defendant, (I3th U. S. Stats, at 
large, page 365) conferred upon the company the right to con- 
struct, maintain and operate the Northern Pacific Railroad and 
also specifically authorized it to "accept to its own use any grant, 
"donation, land, power, franchise, aid or assistance which may be 
"granted to or conferred upon said company by the Congress of 
' the United States, by the legislature of any state, by any cor- 
"poration, person or persons," (See Sec. 17 of that Act.) 

Hence, when the legislature entered into the contract with this 
company concerning taxation of its franchises, it must be admit- 
ted to have fully understood that the franchises of the company 
were not confined and would not be confined to those conferred 
upon it by Congress through the Act of Incorporation, but would 
also include any and all rights and powers that might be derived 
through the laws of the state itself. The right to run trains from 
Sauk Rapids to Saint Paul is a franchise of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company, derived of course from the State of Minnesota, 
but it is a franchise as clearly belonging to the company and form- 
ing part of its franchise as the right to construct the Northern

Pacific Railroad from Lake Superior to Puget Soand, and the leg- 
islature must be deemed to have fully understood such to be the 
case. 

How, therefore, can it be said with any degree of plausibility 
that the term franchise in the contract of 1870 covered only those 
rights conferred or to be conferred by Congress? How can it be 
said that the term was not designed to cover and include rights 
and powers conferred and to be conferred by the State of Minne- 
sota as well? 

It is no doubt the rule that a legislative contract with a corpo- 
ration is to be construed strictly against the latter and in favor of 
the state, but in this case how is there any room for construction? 
The language is plain upon its face. There is nothing ambiguous 
connected with it. It is plain, broad and comprehensive. 

11. 

The statutes under which this tax is sought to be levied and en- 
forced, relate in terms to the Saint Paul and Pacific Railroad 
Company. The whole theory of those statutes is this, that the 
Railroad Company is the owner of certain property which, but for 
these statutes, would be taxed in the same way as other property 
within the state, and these statutes merely provide a means to 
compute such taxes. The language of the statutes is, that the 
percentage upon the gross earnings is to be paid in lieu of other 
taxes, hence it must be entirely clear that the legislature intended 
the tax to extend to such parties as would otherwise be required 
to pay ordinary taxes upon the property, in case the mode of taxa- 
tion introduced by the statutes had not been introduced. These 
statutes were not intended to find out new tax-payers and make 
those pay taxes who would not otherwise be taxable. 

It may be admitted that any assignee of the Saint Paul and Pa- 
cific Company, that is to say, any person succeeding to that com- 
pany as the owner of its railroad, or of some part thereof, would 
succeed to its obligation to commute the taxes otherwise accruing 
upon such railroad by the same method according to which the 
Saint Paul and Pacific Company itself had undertaken with the 
state to commute the same. 

But the Northern Pacific Railroad Company is not and never 
has been the assignee or successor of the Saint Paul and Pacific 
Company. The Northern Pacific Railroad Company has never 
owned, in whole nor in part, any portion of the railroad from 
Sauk Rapids to St Paul. The rights of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company touching that road have all been derived from 
the written contract annexed to the complaint. That contract 
amounts to neither a purchase nor a lease. The Manitoba Com- 
pany remains as exclusively the owner and in possession of the 
piece of road covered by that contract as it did before that contract 
had been entered into. The Northern Pacific Railroad Company 
did not by that contract acquire the slightest control over that 
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piece of road. It does not possess it either separately or jointly 
with the Manitoba Company. It has no control over it. It has 
nothinor to do with the maintneance or repair of the same. All 
it does is merely to send its trains over the same; but even in doin^ 
that it exercises no control over those trains. By the undisputed 
evidence of the General Manager of the defendant, all trains of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company, while moving upon this piece 
of road, are exclusively under the control of the ofiicials of the 
Manitoba Company as are the trains of that company itself. It 
might be said that this is a mere matter of usage; but is clearly 
something which does not violate the terms of the contract and is 
merely the construction put upon the contract by the parties 
themselves. 

If the statutes requiring the Saint Paul and Pacific Railroad 
Company to pay a percentage of gross earnings upon business done 
over this piece of road, extend to this defendant, they must extend 
to all corporations and persons who have rolling stock hauled over 
that road. It is a well established part of the business of all Rail- 
road Companies to haul the cars of other concerns over their lines 
of road; and if the Northern Pacific Railroad Company be within 
the statutes referred to, thea every one of the numerous transpor- 
tation lines having cars hauled over the roads in this state should 
be required by the state authorities to pay taxes as the successors 
and assigns of the railroad companies named in the several stat- 
utes of this state providing for the commutation of taxes upon the 
several roads; for, the mere fact that an engine is run over the 
road in addition to loaded cars cannot make the owner of the en- 
gine any more or less an owner or assignee of such road. 

The relation of the Northern Pacific Railroad Company to the 

Eiece of road in question may be likened to that of a lodger in a 
otel. The lodger is not the owner of the house, nor the lessee, 
even while he remains there. He is a mere occupant having no in- 
terest in the property. Nobody would think of requiring such a 
mere occupant of property to pay taxes upon it. Nobody would 
conceive him as being liable for any part of the taxes thereon. 

The cases of the C. M. & St. P. Ry. Co. against Pfaender (22d 
Minn. 217) and the State of Minn. vs. St. P. M. & M. Ry. Co. (15 
N. W. Reporter 307) do not militate against any of the views 
herein expressed. In the latter case the court used this language: 
"leasing or selling the railroad cannot aflect the rights of the state.'' 
But the relation of defendant here to the railroad in question is 
neither that of purchaser nor lessee. The defendant has a mere 
trackage right which leaves the ownership and posession and con- 
trol wholly in the hands of another corporation. The Supreme 
Court has not passed upon the question whether this defendant is 
liable to pay any tax for business moved over the piece of road from 
Sauk Rapids to St. Paul. It could not decide that point for it was 
not one before the court. Neither were the parties before the 
court such as to enable it make such a decision. 
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The real position of the state in this litigation is merely this: If 
the theory of the defendant be correct, the state will not collect as 
much revenue as if that theory were wrong;; but, such a position 
has no logic or argument in it, whatever. The existence or non- 
existence of a particular rule of taxation cannot be determined by 
any such test. It cannot be assumed that a particular rule of taxa- 
tion exists merely because it would produce more revenue than 
would otherwise be produced. Whenever a burden is to be im- 
posed upon a property owner, it must be imposed in clear and un- 
mistakable terms; and no terms can be found in any statute re- 
lating to the railroad from Sauk Rapids to St. Paul, imposing a tax 
upon any one who holds the mere right to send its trains over the 
same without having any ownership therein or posession thereof.

BRIEF FOR PLAINTIFF. 



Plaintiff is entitled to judgment for three reasons: 

First. Defendant is liable to the gross earnings tax under and 
by virtue of the terms of the contract which its counsel claims ex- 
empts it therefrom, viz, the Act of 1870. 

Secondly. It is liable therefor uader and by virtue of its con- 
tract relation with the St. Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba Rail- 
road Company. 

Thirdly. It is liable simply from the fact, which stands admit- 
ted, that it has received these gross earnings on account of and from 
the operation of its trains upon the line of railroad of said Mani- 
itoba Company. 

I. 

By the Act of 1870, referred to (Edgerton's R. R, Laws, 650) the 
defendant's property in this state was to stand in the same relative 
position, as to liability to and immunity from taxation as the pro- 
perty of the Lake Superior and Mississippi Railroad Company, the 
status of which was fixed by the Act of March 3, 1865, (Edg. R. R. 
L. 541.) 

This Act required the payment "in full of all taxation" of a cer- 
tain '^per centum on the gross earnings of said railroad." 

The Act of 1870, added the following qualifications: 

"Provided, however, that the gross earnings of said railroad com- 
pany on which a percentage is to be paid to the state shall include 
only the earnings of that portion of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
constructed and operated by the said company within the limits 
of this state." 
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The ingenaity of coansel cannofc succeed in biding the clear and 
plain intent and purpose of this proviso. 

The line of railroad which was named, and the one which had 
the terms of the contract of exemption, and terms of payment of a 
percentage, to-wit, the L. S. & W. Railroad was one wholly within 
this state, while the Northern Pacific was to extend through sev- 
eral states and territories besides this state. 

By the plain import and terms of the language of that contract 
and certainly by the usual rule of strict construction of legislative 
contracts of exemption from taxation, the Northern Pacific Com- 
pany would have been bound to pay a percentum * ^^on the gross 
earnings of said railroad," that is, the entire line of said company 
extending across the continent west of Lake Superior. 

The proviso was therefore necessary in order to avoid the effect 
of the use of the language above quoted, occurring in the contract 
of the L. S. and M. Co., and as to not require a commutation based 
on earnings received from lines which were without this state but 
to confine it to the earnings of lines lying wdthin the state. That 
this was its sole purpose and constitutes its sole effect is too plain 
for argument. 

To hold, as counsel does, that its object and effect was to still 
further limit its operation so as to include only the line which the 
company was authorized already by Congress to construct, while 
the Act of which it is a portion gave the further franchise to the 
company to own or use other connecting or parallel lines within the 
state, to any extent, is absurd. In other words, according to coun- 
sel's theory, the legislature intended to, and did by this act, con- 
fer upon the company, a foreign corporation, the right and fran- 
chise to own, use or operate lines of railroad within the state ad 
libitum^ under any kind of agreement^ lease or conveyance, entire- 
ly free and exempt forever from taxation or commutation there- 
for, with the exception of a single line from east to west across the 
state, already chartered by Act of Congress, that is to say, that the 
legislature, without any reason therefor, intended to and did make 
a radical departure from the long previously settled policy in rela- 
tion to railroad taxation (that of the commutation, in lieu of a tax 
based on an accounting of the earnings of the entire lines of each 
and every railroad in the state), and permit this particular com- 
pany to gratuitously enjoy the distinction of being the only one 
(and only private persons) in the state privileged to escape taxa- 
tion of every kind, and that exemption was to be solely upon that 
part of its property whith the company held, not by natural right, 
but by virtue solely of a grant of a franchise by the state, while 
that held under its charter was taxed. 

The mere statement of the argument is its own refutation. 
What counsel has to say about the investment of capital, &c., ap- 
plies equally well to all the other roads which were required to pay, ac- 
cording to the usual rule, upon the earnings of all their linefe with- 
in the state, and hence furnishes no reason for such discrimination 
as he claims for his company. He suggests no other, whatever^ 
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He claims there is no room for construction ; and yet he conatraes 
this proviso to mean, not what it says, that is, that the earnings 
meant are those of all portions of the N. P. Railroad constructed 
or ''''operated by said company within the limits of this stat-e^^ but 
are those only of that railroad which *'begins at Thompson Junc- 
tion and extends westerly across the state." 

He suggests no reason why the legislature did not use the terms 
he uses, if they meant only that line, and no other, ye^ such spe- 
cific terms are unnecessary in order to show such an intent. We 
hardly think, hpwever, the court will interpolate them in the 
statute. The line of road in question is as much and as clearly 
within the terms and meaning of the proviso as is that of the line 
from Thompson to Moorhead. And defendant is not in a position 
to claim the contrary. 

It claims and exercises the right to run trains by virtue of a 
franchise granted by the state in this very act, over this line of 
road, and it is estopped to claim that it is no part or portion of its 
railroad within this state. 

C. M, & St. P. R. R. Co. t?5. P/cender, 23, Minn., 257, 

II. 

Under and by virtue of the agreement attached to this com- 
plaint, the defendant is the owner and in possession of an interest 
in the line of road in question from Sauk Rapids to St. Paul» 
and St. Cloud and Minneapolis. In consideration of the annual 
payment of the sum of $40,000 and its proportionate share of the 
expenses of repairs to the track &c. It has, by that agreement, 
the ^'perpetual use, and the right and title to such use, in common 
with^' the Manitoba Company, its successors and asigns "for the 
running and operating of the locomotive engines, cars and trains" 
of said* N. P. Co, its successors and assigns, over said line, (with cer- 
tain terminal facilities and rights at the depot in St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis and St. Cloud and intermediate stations) ''''Subject only to the 
neccessary regulations for the safety of trains of both parties. 

While this may perhaps be considered a conditional conveyance, 
all the conditions are conditions subsequent, and hence an interest 
vests in presenti subject to defeasence only by act or default of the 
grantee. Whatever the amount or extent of the interest may be 
held to be it nevertheless permits the defendant to run its engines, 
cars and trains, and earn vast sums of money thereby over said line. 

Having taken such interest in said line of road thei-e can be no 
question under the decisions of the Supreme Court, that it takes 
and holds it subject to and burdened with the charge of the annual 
gross earnings tax which is held to attach to and run with this 
road, or track, into whose hands soever it may pass. It cannot 
therefore be material what the extent or value of the interest, or 
what the degree of control over the train or track may be. 

First Division Co. v. Parcher 14 Minn. 2\)7 Ch.

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III. 



Indeed, uader the principle established by these decisions, as to 
the line of road in question, it is wholly immaterial whether this 
contract or agreement conyeys any interest, ownership, or right 
whatever. 

The facts stand admitted that the defendant used the road in 
question for operating its trains and received the gross earnings 
alleged in the complaint, solely on account of such operation. 
This is sufficient to fix its liability to pay the gross earnings per- 
centum to the state without proof of any other facts. The mere 
receipt of such earnings furnishes the measure of the obligation to 
pay and the right of the state to receive the per centum. ^^ Into 
whose hands soever the railroad may pass, or any part or portion 
of it, for temporary or for permanent use, and whoever may receive 
the gross earnings, the obligation to pay and the right of the state 
to receive the three per centum on such gross earnings are unim- 
paired. Such earnings still furnish the measuire of such obligations 
and right'' per GilfiUan, G. J. State v. Manitoba Go. 30, Minn. 311. 
The defendant is in no different position so far as respects such 
liability than any other person, natural or artificial, would be un- 
der like circumstances, in operating trains on this line of road 
aud receiving compensation from the public, or in any way, on ac- 
count thereof, any person or corporation becomes liable to pay the 
gross earnings tax. 

This liability arises from the charter under which the said road 
was built, and it is immaterial what the charter rights of the defen- 
dants or its alleged contracts may be with respect to its other line 
or lines of road. • The rights and liabilities of parties operating this 
road are governed solely by the law under which it was authorized 
to be constructed, and used, and not by the charter rights of any 
other company which becomes lessee, or which uses it. See 
McMillan v. M. S. & N. I. R. R. Go. 16 Mich. 79-100. Any other 
construction or rule would permit all the railroads in the state to 
entirely escape all taxation or commutation, and the state would 
receive none of the $613,000, per centum which it has received the 
present year. 

All the companies owning railroads would have to do would be, 
simply, to lease, or farm out to others the entire operation of trains 
over their roads. The rental paid therefor, being held to be not 
gross earnings, the companies owning the roads would not be 
liable, and if counsel's position be correct, the lessees or companies 
operating the roads would not be liable to pay the per centum; 
while both would strenously c/am entire immunity from general 
taxation.

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DECISION OF THE HON. HASKELL R. BRILL. 



This action was tried by the Court without a jury by consent of 
parties. 

The Court finds that the allegations of the complaint, save the 
third, subdivision thereof, which is a conclusion of law, are true. 

The allegations contained in the first subdivision of the answer 
are true ; no payment however has been made on account of the 
matters in litigation in this action. During the year 1881, the de- 
fendant had the use and possession of said railroad from St. Paul 
and Minneapolis to St. Cloud and Sauk Rapids, stipulated for in 
said agreement, and operated said road in accordance with the terpis 
of said agreement set forth in the complaint, and had no other 
possession or control of said road. 

As a conclusion it is determined that defendant became liable to 
pay the state three per centum upon the gross receipts set forth 
in the complaint on March 1st, 1882, for which to wit : the sum 
of $12,467.03 and interest at the rate of 7 per cent, per annum from 
said last named date is entitled to judgment against defendant with 
costs and disbursements.

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ILLINOIS WAREHOUSE LAW. 



A Bill for ^^ An act to amend and consolidate the acts hereto/ore 
passed by the General Assembly^ regulating Warehouses^ the in- 
spection of grain^ and giving effect to the thirteenth article of the 
Constitution of this State^and appointing Railroad and Ware- 
ouse Commission" 

Seciion 1. [Be it enacted by the Peoph of the State of Illinois^ 
represented in the General Assembly,] The Chief Inspector of grain 
and Registrar, their assistants, clerks and other officers and em- 
ployes appointed under the law entitled *'An act to regulate Public 
Warehouses," approved April 25, 1871, in force July 1, 1871, shall 
continue in office under the terms and conditions which were pro- 
vided in said act. 

Seo. 2, Public Warehouses, as defined in article thirteen of the 
constitution of this State, shall be divided into three classes, to be 
designated as classes A, B and C, respectively. 

Sec. 3. Public Warehouses of class A shall embrace all ware- 
houses, elevators or granaries, in which grain is stored in bulk, and 
in which the grain of different owners is mixed together, or in 
which grain is stored in such a manner that the indentity of differ- 
ent lots or parcels cannot be accurately preserved, such warehouses, 
elevators or granaries being located in cities having not less than 
one hundred thousand inhabitants. Public Warehouses of class B 
shall embrace all other warehouses, elevators or granaries in which 
grain is stored in bulk, and in which the grain of the different own- 
ers is mixed together. Public Warehouses of class C shall embrace 
all other warehouses or places where property of any kind is stored 
for a consideration. 

Sec. 4. The proprietor, lessee or manager of any public ware- 
house of class A shall be required, before transacting any business, 
to procure from the circuit court of the county in which such 
warehouse is situated, a license, permitting sach proprietor, lessee 
or manager to transact business as a public warehouseman, under 
the laws of this State, which license shall be issued by the clerk of 
said court upon a written application, which shall set forth the lo*

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cation and name of such warehoase, and the individual name of 
each person interested as owner or principal in the management of 
the same ; or, if the warehouse be owned or managed by a corpor- 
ation, the names of the president, secretary and treasurer of such 
corporation shall be stated ; and the said license shall give author- 
ity to carry on and conduct the business of Public Warehouse of 
class A in accordance with the laws of the State, and shall be revo- 
cable by said court upon a summary proceeding before the court, 
upon complaint of any person in writing, setting forth the particu- 
lar violation of law, and upon satisfactory proof, to be taken in such 
manner as may be directed by the court. 

Sec. 5. The person receiving a license as herein provided, shall 
file with the clerk of the court granting the same a bond to the 
people of the State of Illinois, with good and sufficient surety, to 
be approved by said court, in the penal sum of ten thousand dollars, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of his duty as a Public 
Wprehousman of class A, and his full and unreserved compliance 
vnth all laws ot this State in relation thereto. 

Sec. 6. Any person who shall transact the business of a Public 
Warehouse of class A without first procuring a license as herein 
provided, or who shall continue to transact any such business after 
such license has been revokt^d (save only that he may be permitted 
to deliver property previously stored in such warehouse), shall on 
conviction by indictment, be fined in a sum not less than one hun- 
dred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars, for each and every 
day such business is carried on; and the court may refuse to renew 
any license, or grant a new one, to any of the persons whose license 
has been revoked, within one year from the time the same was re- 
voked. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of every warehouseman of class A 
to receive for storage any grain that may be tendered to him, in 
the usual manner in which warehouses are accustomed to receive 
the same in the ordinary and usual course of business, not making 
any discrimination between persons desiring to avail themselves of 
warehouse facilities — such grain, in all cases, to be inspected and 
graded, by a duly authorized inspector, and to be stored with grain 
of a similar grade, received at the same time, as near as may be. In 
no case shall grain of different grades be mixed together while in 
store; but, if the owner or consignee so requests, and the ware- 
houseman consents thereto, his grain of the sanie grade may be 
kept in a bin by itself, apart from that of other owners; 'vhich bin 
shall, thereupon, be marked and known as a separate bin. If a 
warehouse receipt be issued for grain so kept separate, it shall state 
on its face, that it is a separate bin, and shall state the number of 
such bin; and no grain shall be delivered from such warehouse un- 
less it be inspected on the delivery thereof by Skduly authorized in- 
spector of grain. Nothing in this section shall be so construed as 
to require the receipt of grain into any warehouse in which thete 
is not sufficient room to accommodate or store it properly, or in 
cases where such warehouse is necessarily closed. The charges for 
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inspection upon receipt and delivery, shall be paid by the ware- 
houseman, and may be added to the charge of the storage. The 
chief inspector may recover such charge of the warehouseman by 
any appropriate action in his name. 

Sec. 8. Upon application of the owner or consignee of grain 
stored in a public warehouse of class A, the same being accom- 
panied with evidence that all transportation or other charges 
which may be a lien upon such grain, including charges for in- 
spection, have been paid, the warehouseman shall issue to the per- 
son entitled thereto, a warehouse receipt therefor, subject to the 
order of the owner or consignee, which receipt shall bear date cor- 
responding with the receipt of the grain into the store, and shall 
state upon its face the quantity and inspected grade of the grain, 
and that the grain mentioned in it has been received into store, to 
be stored with grain of the same grade by inspection, received at 
about the date of the receipt, and that it is deliverable upon the 
return of the receipt, properly indorsed by the person to whose 
order it was issued, and the payment ot proper charges for storage. 
All warehouse receipts for grain, issued from the same warehouse, 
shall be consecutively numbered; and no two receipts, bearing the 
same number, shall be issued from the same warehouse, during 
any one year, except in case of a lost or destroyed receipt, in which 
case the new receipt shall bear the same date and number as the 
original, and shall be plainly marked on its face "duplicate." If 
the grain was received from railroad cars, the number of each car 
shall be stated upon the receipt, with the amount it contained; if 
from canal boat or other vessel, the name of such craft; if from 
team or by other means the manner of its receipt shall be stated 
on its face. 

Sko. 9. Upon the delivery of grain from store, upon any receipt, 
such receipt shall be plainly marked across its face with the word 
"canceled," with the name of the person canceling the same, and 
shall thereafter be void, and shall not again be put in circulation; 
nor shall grain be delivered twice upon the same receipt. 

Sko. 10 No warehouse receipt shall be issued, except upon the 
actual delivery of grain into store, in the warehouse from which it 
purports to be issued, and which is to be represented by the. receipt, 
nor shall any receipt be issued for a greater quantity of grain than 
was contained in the lot or parcel stated to have been received; nor 
shall. more thdn one receipt be issued for the same lot of grain, ex- 
cept in cases where receipts for a part of a lot are desired, and then 
the aggregate receipts for a particular lot shall cover that lot and 
no more. In cases where a part of the grain represented by the 
receipt is delivered out of store and the remainder is left, a new re- 
ceipt may be issued for such remainder; but such new recept shall 
bear the same date as the original, and shall state on its face that 
it is balance of receipt of the original number; and the receipt upon 
which a part has been delivered, shall be cancelled in the same man- 
ner as if it had all been delivered. In case it be desirable to divide 
one receipt into two or more, or m case it be desirable to consoli- 
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date two or more receipts into one, and the warehouseman con- 
sents thereto, the original receipt shall be canceled the same as if 
the grain had been delivered from store, and the new receipts shall 
express on their face that they are parts of other receipts, or a con- 
solidation of other i-eceipts, as the case may be: and the numbers 
of the original receipts shall also appear upon the new ones issued, 
as explanatory of the change, but no consolidation of receipts of 
dates differing more than ten days shall be permitted, and all new 
receipts issued for old ones canceled, as herein provided, shall bear 
the same dates as those originally issued, as near as may be. 

Sec. 11. No warehouseman in this State shall insert in any re- 
ceipt issued by him, any language in anywise limiting or modify- 
ing his liabilities or responsibility, as imposed by the laws of this^ 
State. 

Sec. 12. On the return of any warehouse receipt issued by him 
properly indorsed, and the tender of all proper charges upon the 
property represented by it, such property shall be immediately de- 
liverable to the holder ot such receipt, and it shall not be subject 
to any further charges for storage, after demand for such delivery 
shall have been made. Unless the property represented by such 
receipt shall be delived within two business hours after such de- 
mand shall have been made, the warehouseman in default shall be 
liable to the owner of such receipt for damages for such default, in 
the sum of one cent per bushel, and in addition thereto one cent 
per bushel for each and every day of such neglect or refusal to de- 
liver: Provided^ no warehouseman shall be held to be in default in 
delivering, if the property is delivered in the order demanded, and as^ 
rapidly as due diligence, care and prudence will justify. 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of every owner, lessee and mana- 
ger of every public warehouse in this State, to furnish in writing, 
under oath, at such times as the Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners shall require and prescribe, a statement concerning the con- 
dition and management of his business as such warehouseman. 

Sec. 14. The warehouseman of every Public Warehouse of class 
A shall, on or before Tuesday morning of each week, cause to be 
made out, and shall keep posted up in the business office of his 
warehouse, in a conspicuous place, a statement of the amount of 
each kind and grade of grain in store in his warehouse at the close 
of business on the previous Saturday; and shall, also, on each Tues- 
day morning, render a similar statement, made under oath before 
some officer authorized by law to administer oaths, by one of the 
principal owners or operators thereof, or by the bookkeeper there- 
of, having personal knowledge of the facts, to the warehouse regis- 
trar appointed as hereinafter provided. They shall also be requir- 
ed to furnish daily, to the said registrar, a correct statement of the 
amount of each kind and grade of grain received in store in such 
warehouse on the previous day; also the amount of each kind and 
grade of grain delivered or shipped by such warehouseman during 
the previous day, and what warehouse receipts have been canceled^ 
upon which the grain has been delivered on such day, giving the 
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numJlTer of each receipt, and amount, kind and grade of grain re- 
ceived and shipped upon each; also, how much grain, if any, was 
so delivered or shipped, and the kind and grade of it, for which 
warehouse receipts bad not been issued, and when and how such 
unreceipted grain was received by them, the aggregate of such re- 
ported cancelJations and delivery of unreceipted grain, correspond- 
ing in amount, kind and grade with the amount so reported deliv- 
ered or shipped. They shall also, at the same time, report what re- 
ceipts, if any, have been canceled and new ones issued in their 
stead, as herein provided for. And the warehouseman making 
such statements shall, in addition, furnish the said registrar any 
further information regarding receipts issued or cancelled that may 
be necessary to enable him to keep a full and correct i-ecord of all 
receipts issued and canceled, and of grain received and delivered. 
Sec. 15. The grade of grain shall be as follows: 
Winter Wheat. — No. 1 white winter wheat shall be pure white 
winter wheat, sound, plump, and well cleaned. No. 2 white win- 
ter wheat shall be pure white winter wheat, sound and reasonably 
clean. No. 1 red winter wheat shall be pure winter wheat red, or 
red and white mixed, sound, plump, and well cleaned. No. 2 red 
winter wheat shall be pure winter wheat, red or red and white 
mixed, sound and reasonably clean. Amber, Nos. 1 and 2, shall 
include the lighter colored varieties of red wheat, quality and con- 
dition to be equal to the present standard of Nos. 1 and 2 red win- 
ter wheat. No 3 winter wheat shall include winter wheat not 
clean and plump enough for No. 2, and weighing not less than 55 
pounds. Rejected winter wheat shall include winter wheat damp, 
musty, or from any cause so badly damaged as to render it unfit for 
No. 3. 

Spring Wheat. — No. 1 spring wheat shall be plump and well 
cleaned. No. 2 spring wheat shall be sound, reasonably clean, and 
weighing not less than 56 pounds to the measured bushel. Hard 
spring wheat Nos. 1, and 2, shall include the hard varieties of 
spring wheat, quality anj condition to be equal to the present 
standard of Nos. 1 and 2 spring wheat. No. 3 spring wheat shall 
be reasonably clean, not good enough for No. 2, weighing not less 
than 54 pounds. All spring wheat damp, musty, grown, badly 
bleached, or from any other cause unfit for No. 3, shall be graded 
as rejected. In case of mixture of spring and winter wheat, it shall 
be called spring wheat and graded according to the quality there- 
of. Black sea and flinty Fife wheat in no case shall be inspected 
higher than No. 2, and rice wheat no higher than rejected. 

Corn. — White corn shall be white, and in all other respects No. 
1 corn. Yellow corn shall be yellow, and in all other respects be 
No. 1 corn. No. 1 corn shall be sound, dry, plump and well 
cleaned, white or yellow. No. 2 corn shall be dry, reasonably 
clean, but not plump enough for No. 1. All damp, dirty, or other- 
wise badly damaged corn shall be graded as rejected. No. 2 kiln- 
dried corn shall be sound, plump, and well cleaned white or yellow 
corn. All kiln-dried corn not good enough for No. 2, shall be 
graded as rejected kiln-dried corn. 
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Oats. — No. 1 oats shall be white, sound, clean, and reasonably 
free from other grain. No. 2 oats shall be sound, reasonably 
clean, and reasonably free from other grain. Rejected oats shall 
include such as are damp, unsound, dirty or from any cause unfit 
for No. 2. 

Rye. — No. 1 rye shall be sound, plump and well cleaned. No. 3 
rye shall be sound, reasonably clean, and reasonably free from 
other grain. All rye which is damp, musty, dirty, or which is 
from any other cause unfit for No. 2 rye, shall be graded as 
rejected. 

^arfey,— No. 1 barley shall be plump, bright, sound, clean and 
free from other grain. No. 2 barley shall be reasonably clean and 
sound, but not bright or plump enough for No. 1, and reasonably 
free from other grain. No. 3 barley shall include shrunken or 
otherwise slightly damaged barley, uot weighing less than 42 
pounds to the measured bushel. All barley which is damp, musty, 
or from any cause is badly damaged, or largely mixed with other 
grain shall be graded as rejected. 

Further Provisions. — All grain that is warm or is in a heating 
condition shall not be graded. In the inspection of grain, the 
weight shall not alone determine the grade. All inspectors shall 
make their reasons for grading grain, when necessary, fully known^ 
by notations on their books. All wheat shall be weighed and the 
weight entered on the inspection book. 

Sec. 16. It shall be the duty of the Governor to appoint, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate^ a suitable perspn^ 
who shall not be a member of the Board of Trade^ and who shall not 
be interested, either directly or indirectly, in any warehouse in this 
State, a chief inspector of grain, who shall hold his office for the 
term of two years, unless sooner removed, as hereinafter provided, 
for every city in which is located a warehouse of Class A. It shall 
be the duty of such chief inspector of grain to have a general super- 
vision of the inspection of grain, as required b}' this act or the 
laws of this State, under the advice and immediate direction of the 
Board of Commissioners of Railroads ana Warehouses. The said 
chief inspector shall be authorised to nominate to the Commission- 
ers of Railroads and Warehouses, such suitable persons, in sufficient 
numbers, as may be deemed qualified for assistant inspectors, (who 
shall not be members of the Board of Trade, nor interested in any 
warehouse), and also, such other employes as may be necessary to 
properly conduct the business of his office; and the said Commis- 
sioners are authorized to make such appointments. The chiet in-* 
spector shall, upon entering upon the duties of his office, be requir- 
ed to take an oath as in other cases of officers, and he shall execute 
' a bond to the People of the State of Illinois, in the penal sum of 
fifty thousand dollars, with sureties to be approved by the Board of 
Commissioners of Railroads and Warehouses, with a condition 
therein that he will faithfully and strictly discharge the duties of 
his said office of inspector according to law and the rules and regu- 
lations prescribing his duties; and that he will pay all damages to 
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aAy person or persons who may be injared by reason of his neglect^ 
riefasal or failure to comply with law, and the rules and regulations 
aforesaid. And each assistant inspector shall take a like oath, exe- 
cute a bond in the penal sum of five thousand dollars, with like 
conditions, and to be approved in like manner as is provided in 
case of the chief inspector, which said several bonds shall be filed 
in the office of said Commissioners, and suit may be brought upon 
said bond or bonds in any court having jurisdiction thereof, in the 
county where the plaintiff or defendant resides, for the use of the 
person or persons injured. The chief inspector of grain, and all 
assistant inspectors of grain, and other employes in connection 
therewith, shall be governed in their respective duties by such 
rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the Board of Com- 
missioners ot Railroads and Warehouses; and the said Board of Com- 
missioners shall have full power to make all proper rules and regu-» 
lations for the inspection of grain; and shall, also, have power to fix 
the rate of charges for the inspection of gniin, and the manner in 
which the same shall be collected; which charges shall be regulated 
in such a manner as will, in the judgment of the Commissioners, 
produce sufficient revenue to meet the necessary expenses of the 
service of inspection, and no more. It shall be the duty of the 
said Board of Commissioners to fix the amount of compensation to 
be paid to the chief inspector, assistant inspectors and all other per- 
sons employed in the inspection service, and prescribe the time and 
manner of their payment. The said Board of Commissioners of 
Railroads and Warehouses are hereby authorized to appoint a sui- 
table person as warehouse registrar, and such assistants as may be 
deemed necessary to perform the duties imposed upon such registrar 
by the provisions of this act. The said Board of Commissioners 
shall have and exercise a general supervision and control of such 
appointees; shall prescribe their respective duties; shall fix the 
amount of their compensation, and the time and the manner of its 
payment. Upon the complaint, in writing, of any persen, to the 
said Board of Commissioners, supported by reasonable and satisfac- 
tory proof, that any person appointed or employed under the pro- 
visions of this section has violated any of the rules prescribed for 
his government, has been guilty of any improper official act, or 
has been found inefficient or incompetent for the duties of his 
position, such person shall be immediately removed from his office 
or employment by the same authority that appointed him, and his 
place shall be filled, if necessary, b}' a new appointment; or in case 
it shall be deemed necessary to reduce the number of persons so 
appointed or employed, their term of service shall cease under the 
orders of the same authority by which they were appointed or em- 
ployed. All necessary expenses incident to the inspection of 
grain, and to the office of registrar, economically administered, in- 
cluding the rent of suitable offices, shall be deemed expenses of the 
inspection service, and shall be included in the estimate of expenses 
of such inspection service, and shall be paid from the funds collect- 
ed for the same. 
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Sec. 17. Every warehouseman of public warehouses of class A 
shall be required, during the first week in January of each year, to 
publish in one or more of the newspapers (daily, if there be such) 
published in the city in which such warehouse is situated, a table 
or schedule of rates for the storage of grain in his warehouse during 
the ensuing year, which rates shall not be increased (except as 
herein provided) during the year; and such published rates, or any 
published reduction of them, shall apply to all grain received into 
such warehouse from any person or source, and no discrimination 
shall be made, directly or indirectly, for or against any charges 
made by «uch warehouseman for the storage of grain. The maxi- 
mum charge for storage and handling of grain, including the cost 
of receiving and delivering, shall be, lor the first thirty days, or 
part thereof, two cents per bushel ; and for each fifteen days, or part 
thereof, after the first thirty days, one-half of one cent per bushel; 
Provided^ however^ that grain damp or liable to early damage, as 
indicated by its inspection when received, may be subject to two 
cents per bushel storage for the first ten days, and for each ad- 
ditional five days, or part thereof, not exceeding one-half of one 
cent per bushel. 

Seo. 18. No public warehouseman shell be held responsible for 
any loss or damage to property by fire, while in his custody, pro- 
vided reasonable care and vigilance be exercised to protect and 
preserve the same; nor shall he be held liable for damage to grain 
by heating, if it can be shown that be has exercised proper care in 
handling and storing the same and that such heat or damage was 
the result of causes beyond his control; and, in order that no in- 
justice may result to the holder of grain in any public warehouse 
of classes A or B, it shall be deemed the duty of such warehouseman 
to dispose of, by delivery or shipping, in the ordinary and legal 
manner of so delivering, that grain of any particular grade which 
was first received by them, or which has been for the longest time 
in store in his warehouse; and, unless public notice has been given 
that some portion of the grain in his warehouse is out of condition 
or becoming so, such warehouseman shall deliver grain of quality 
equal to that received by him, on all receipts as presented. Incase, 
however, any warehouseman of classes A or B shall discover that 
any portion of the grain in his warehouse is out of condition or be- 
coming so, and it is not in his power to preserve the same, he shall 
immediately give public notice, by advertisement in a daily newspa- 
per in the city in which such warehouse is situated, and by post- 
ing a notice in the most public place (for such purpose) in such 
city, of its actual condition, as near as he can ascertain it; shall 
state in such notice the kind and grade of the grain, and the bins in 
which it is stored; and shall also state in such notice, the receipts 
outstanding upon which such grain will be delivered, giving the 
numbers, amounts and dates of each; which receipts shall be those 
of the oldest dates then in circulation or uncanceled, the grain re- 
presented by which has not previously been declared or receipted 
lor as out of condition; or if the grain longest in store has not been 
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receipted for, he shall so state, and shall give the name of the party 
for whom such grain was stored, the date it was received, and the 
amount of it; and the enumeration of receipts and identification of 
grain so discredited, shall embrace, as near as may be, as great a 
quantity of grain as is contained in such bins; and such grain shall 
be deliyered upon the return and cancellation of the receipts, and 
the unreceipted grain upon the request of the owner or person in 
charge thereof. Nothing herein contained shall be held to relieve 
the said warehouseman from exercising proper care and vis^ilance 
in preserving such grain afker*such publication of its condition; but 
such grain shall be kept separate and apart from all direct contact 
with other grain, and shall not be mixed with other grain while in 
store in such warehouse. Any warehouseman, guilty of any act or 
neglect the effect of which is to depreciate property stored in the 
warehouse under his control, shall beheld responsible as at common 
laW) or upon the bond of such warehouseman, -and, in addition 
thereto, the license of such warehouseman, if his warehouse be of 
class A, shall be revoked. Nothing in this section shall be so con- 
strued as to permit any warehouseman to deliver any grain stored 
in a special bin, or by itself, as provided in this act, to any but the 
owner of the lot, whether the same be represented by a warehouse 
receipt or otherwise. In case the grain declared out of condition, 
as herein provided for, shall not be removed from store by the 
owner thereof, within two months from the date of the notice of 
its being out of condition, it shall be lawful for the warehouseman 
where the grain is stored, to sell the same at public auction, for ac- 
count of said owner, by giving ten days' public notice I ►y advertise- 
ment in a new^spaper (daily, if there be such) published in the city 
or town where such warehouse is located. 

Sec. 19. It shall not be lawful for any public warehouseman to 
mix any grain of different grades together, or to select different 
qualities of the same grade for the purpose of storing or delivering 
the same, nor shall he attempt to deliver grain of one grade for 
another, or in any way tamper with grain while in his possession 
or custody, with a view of securing any profit to himself or any 
other person; and in no cas^, even of grain stored in a separate 
bin, shall he be permitted to mix grain of different grades together 
while in store. He may, however, on request of the owner of any 
grain stored in a private bin, be permitted to dry, clean, or other- 
wise improve the condition or value of any such lot of grain, but in 
such case it shall only be delivered as such separate lot, or as the 
grade it was originally inspected when received by him, without 
reference to the grade it may be as improved by such process of 
drying or cleaning. Nothing in this section, however, shall pre- 
vent any warehouseman from removing grain while within his 
warehouse for its preservation or safe keeping. 

Sec. 20. All persons owning property, or who may be interest- 
ed in the same, in any public warehouse, and all duly authorized 
inspectors of such property, shall at all times, during ordinary 
linsiness hours, be at full liberty to examine any and all property 
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stored in any pnblic warehouse in this State, and all proper facilities 
shall be extended to such person by the warehouseman, his agents 
and servants, for an examination; and all parts of the public ware- 
houses shall be free for the inspection and examination of any 
person interested in property stored therein, or of any authorized 
inspector of such property. And all scales used for the weighing 
of property in public warehouses shall be subject to examination 
and test by any duly authorized inspector or sealer of weights and 
measures, at any time when required by any person or persons, 
agent or agents, whose property has been or is to be weighed on 
such scales; the expense of such test by an inspector or sealer to 
be paid by the warehouse proprietor if the scales are found incor- 
rect, but not otherwise. Any warehouseman who may be guilty 
of continuing to use scales found to be in an imperfect or incorrect 
condition by such examination and test, until the same shall have 
been pronounced eorrect and properly sealed, shall be liable to be 
proceeded against as hereinafter provided. 

Seo. 21. In all places where there are legally appointed in- 
spectors of grain, no proprietor or manager of a public warehouse 
of class B shall be permitted to receive any grain and mix the 
same with the grain of other owners, in the storage thereof, until 
the same shall have been inspected and graded by such inspector. 

Seo 22. Any person who shall assume to act as an inspector 
of grain who has not first been so appointed and sworn shall be held 
to be an impostor, and shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
fifty dollars, nor more than one hundred dollars for each and 
every attempt to so inspect grain, to be recovered before a justice 
of the peace in an action of debt in the name of the People of the 
State of Illinois, for the use of any person choosing to sue. Any 
duly authorized inspector of grain, who shall be guilty of neglect 
of duty, or who shall knowingly or carelessly inspect or grade 
any grain improperly, or who shall accept any money or other 
consideration, directly or indirectly, for any neglect of duty, or the 
improper performance of any duty as such inspector of grain, and 
any person who shall improperly influence any such inspector of 
grain, in the performance of his dutjes as such inspector, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction, shall be fined 
in a sum not less than one hundred dollars, nor more than one thou- 
sand dollars, in the discretion of the court, or shall be imprisoned 
in the county jail not less than three nor more than twelve 
months, or both in the discretion of the court. 

Sec 23. In case any owner or consignee of grain shall be 
dissatisfied with the inspection of any lot of grain, or shall from 
any cause, desire to receive his property without its passing into 
store, he shall be at liberty to have the same withheld from going 
into any public warehouse (whether the property may have pre- 
viously been consigned to such warehouse or not) by giving notice 
to the person or corporation in whose possession it may be at the 
time of giving such notice; and such grain shall be withheld from 
going into store, and be delivered to him, subject only to such pro- 
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per charges as may be a lien upon it prior to snch notice — the 
grain, in railroad cars, to be removed therefrom by sach owner or 
consignee within twenty-four hours after such notice has been given 
to the railroad company having it in possession : Provided^ such 
railroad company place the same in a proper and convenient place 
for unloading; and any person or corporation refusiug to allow such 
owner or consignee to so receive his grain shall be deemed guilty of 
conversion, and shall be liable to pay such owner or consignee 
double the value of the property so converted. Notice that such 
grain is not to be delivered into store may also be given to the pro* 
prietor or manager of auy warehouse into which it would other- 
wise have been delivered, and if, after such notice, it be taken into 
store in such warehouse, the proprietor or manager of such ware- 
house shall be liable to the owner of such grain for double its mar- 
ket value. 

Sec. 24. It shall be unlawful for any proprietor, lessee or man»> 
ger of any public warehouse to enter into any contract, agreement, 
understapding, or combination with any railroad company or other 
corporation, or with any individual or individuals, by which the 
property of any person is to be delivered to any public warehouse 
for storage or for any purpose, contrary to the direction of 
the owner, his agent or consignee. Any violation of this seiction 
shall subject the offender to be proceeded against as provided 
in section twenty-three of this act. 

Sec. 25. If any warehouseman of class A shall be guilty of a 
violation of any of the provisions of this act it shall be lawful for 
any person injured by such violation, or for the State's attorney, 
to bring suit in any court of competent jurisdiction, upon the bond 
of such warehouseman in the name of the people of the State of 
Illinois, to the use of such person. In all criminal prosecutions 
against a warehouseman, for the violation of any of the provisions 
of this act, it shall be the duty of the prosecuting attorney of the 
county in which such prosecution is brought, to prosecute the same 
to a final issue, in the name of and on behalf of the people of the 
State of Illinois, which prosecution shall be by indictment, and on 
conviction there shall be a fine assessed by the jury, not less than 
one hundred nor more than one thousand dollars. 

Sec. 26. Warehouse receipts for property stored in any class 
of public warehouses, as herein described shall be transferable by 
the indorsement of the party to whose order such receipt may be 
issued, and such indorsement shall be deemed a valid transfer of 
the property represented by such receipt, and may be made either 
in blank or to the order of another. All warehouse receipts for 
property stored in public warehouses of class C shall distinctly state 
on their face the brand or distinguishing mark upon such property. 

Sec. 27. Any warehouseman of any public warehouse who 
shall be guilty of issuing any warehouse receipt for any pro petty 
not actually in store at the time of issuing such receipt, or who 
shall be guilty of issuing any warehouse receipt in any respect 
fraudulent in its character, either as to its date or the quantity. 
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quality, or inspected grade of such property, or who shall remove 
any property from store — except to preserve it from fire or other sud- 
den danger — without the return and cancellation of any and all 
outstanding receipts that may have been issued to represent such 
property shall, when convicted thereof, be deemed guilty of a crime 
and shall suffer, in addition to any other penalties prescribed 
by this act, imprisonment in the penitentiary for not less than one 
and not more than ten years. 

Seo. 28. Nothing in this act shall deprive any person of any 
common law remedy now existing. 

- Seo. 29. All proprietors or managers of public warehouses 
shall keep posted up at all times in a conspicuous place in 
their business offices, and in each of their warehouses a printed 
copy of this act. 

Seo. 30. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed. 
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AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF 

STATE WEIGH-MASTERS. 

Seotiok 1. Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois^ 
represented in the General Assembly : Th at there shal I be appointed 
by the Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners in all cities where 
there is State inspection of grain, a State weigh-master, and such 
assistants as shall be necessary. 

Sec. 2. Said State weigh-master and assistants shall, at the 
places aforesaid, supervise and have exclusive control of the weigh- 
ing of grain and other property which may be subject to inspec- 
tion, and the inspection of scales and the action and certificate of 
such weigh-master and assistants in the discharge of their afore- 
said duties shall be conclusive upon all parties in interest. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
shall fix the fees to be paid for the weighing of grain or other 
property, which fees shall be paid equally by all parties interested 
in the purchase and sale of the property weighed, or scales in- 
spected and tested. 

Sec. 4. Said State weigh-master and assistants shall not be a 
member of any board of trade or association of like character; they 
shall give bonds in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000,) con- 
ditioned for the faithful discharge of their duties, and shall receive 
such compensation as the Board of Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners shall determine. 

Sec. 5. The Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners shall adopt 
such rules and regulations for the weighing of grain and other 
property as they shall deem proper. 

Sec. 6, In case any person, warehouseman or railroad corpora- 
tion, or any of their agents or employes, shall refuse or prevent the 
aforesaid State weigh-master or either oif his assistants from having 
access to their scales, in the regular performance of their duties in 
supervising the weighing of any grain or other property in accord- 
ance with the tenor and meaning of this act, they shall forfeit the 
sum of one hundred dollars ($100) for each offense, to be recovered 
in an action of debt before any justice of the peace, in the name of 
the People of the State of Illinois; such penalty or forfeiture to be 
paid to the county in which the suit is brought, and shall also be 
required to pay all costs of prosecution.

Multiply the length, width and average depth of load represented in feet and 
parts of feet, together, then deduct one-fifth, and you have nearly the exact 
bushels to be multiplied by the weight of the grain per bushel. Or multiply the 
ledgth, width and depth in inches together, and divide the product by 2, 150, and 
yon have the bushels nearly exact, the same to be multiplied by the estimated 
weight per bushel.
